Heat of the sunny summer morning was 
just rising as the black and white English 
cocker spaniel stretched languorously on the 
grass of the brick-walled garden outside the 
kitchen door. 

A rustling—something moved behind the 
trash can. A streak of brown and a flash of 
white darted around the boxwood. Sudden¬ 
ly, SPRING! POUNCE! Razor-sharp teeth 
grabbed the cocker's ear and rolled her over, 
then the animal dashed off to hide in ivy by a 
wall. Poor Muffet! Sanna-Banana is wide 
awake and full of devilment this morning! 

Sanna is the 12-week-old red fox cub be¬ 
ing raised by—or perhaps raising—Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Fenwick Sr. on their Worthing¬ 
ton Valley farm. 

The Fenwicks became happy parents to 
the female pup when they received a call 
from a-man in Monkton. He had found a 
vixen dead from gunshot wounds, leaving 
two orphaned fox kits. 

"It's more successful," explains Betty Fen¬ 
wick, "to raise one cub, rather than two. Two 
become attached to one another, but a single 
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pup learns to look to people for attention. 
We took this one and Mr. Walker kept the 
other." 

Once they were separated, the cubs had 
no more interest in each other. 

"If we put them together now, thev would 
fight." 

Bettv relates a long history of raising wild 
animals in the Fenwick household. Her hus¬ 
band, Cuppy, has had a variety of fox cubs 
and babv raccoons since he was about 14 
vears old. Betty much prefers the foxes (San¬ 
na is their sixth) because they are affectionate 
and intelligent and much less destructive. 
She recalls that with the last raccoon it was 
imperative to lock all the doors and cabinets 
before the family left the house. Then the 
'coon learned to open the doors and all was 
lost. That furry young beast had such a good 
time that she came back later with four 
youngsters of her own. 

In anv case, the Fenwicks are delighted 
with their newest member. 

"She's so bright," Betty laughs as Sanna 
scurries under the stove in the kitchen. 
"She's the easiest fox I've ever had. Cuppy 
suggested that we trv to train her to a cat- 
litter box. Even that has worked ... at least, 
most of the time." 

Sanna herself (named after a friend of the 
Fenwick's 15-year-old son, Peter) is about 
the size of a small dog, much lighter in 
weight but about the same height as her fa¬ 
vorite prey, Muffet, the patient English cock¬ 
er. 

Despite its name, the red fox is really not 
red at all. Sanna's grey baby coat is growing 
out and her normal color will shade from a 
deep rusty brown to almost pale gold toward 
her belly. Her bushy tail is about the same 
color as her back but ends in a flashy white 
tip of three to four inches. The back of San¬ 
na's sharply pointed ears and the lower part 
of all four legs are black, as is the tiny nose 
that constantly twitches in excitement. Her 
eyes are bright yellow and dart over every¬ 
thing in sight, alive with the craftiness one 
expects of this highly intelligent species. 

True to her heritage, Sanna seems espe¬ 
cially proud of her luxurious tail, or "brush," 
as the mounted foxhunters call it. The brush 
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ere's A Fox

is as long as the rest of her body and nearly 
equal in diameter. As Sanna careens around 
the corners in race-car fashion and dives un¬ 
der the day lilies, she carries her tail almost 
horizontally and uses it for balance. When 
she is finally ready to rest, Sanna draws the 
brush around her like a comforter, covering 
her nose and feet. 

The Fenwicks have raised previous fox kits 
on a milk bottle before the animals' eyes 
were open (usuallv 10 to 14 days), but Sanna 
was about five weeks old when they got her. 
She had alreadv started on her high-protein 
diet. Since feeding on field mice and moles 
regurgitated bv the parent fox becomes com¬ 
mon at about two weeks of age, ground beef 
was an early addition to Sanna's meals. 

"Now," says Betty, "chicken is her abso¬ 
lute favorite." 


However, Sanna also consumes raw eggs, 
cottage cheese, dry dog food, and "with all 
the rain we've had lately. I've even seen San¬ 
na poke her head down into the garden and 
pull up a worm." 

As Sanna and Muffet rush to her hand for 
a tidbit of hamburger meat, Betty admits, 
"Actuallv, she eats almost anvthing we give 
her." 

Up until now, the young cub has lived as 
one of the family, cavorting around the 
walled garden, scratching at the door to be 
let into her favorite place (the kitchen) and 
coming when she is called. Sanna apparent- 
Iv thinks of the Fenwicks' house and kitchen 

Spending gradually increasing periods of time 
away from home, Sanna will probably be com¬ 
pletely on her own by September. Opposite, she 
accepts a tidbit of chicken from Betty Fenwick.

garden as secure bases, and she sticks close 
to them just as she would her den in the 
wild. 

Recently, however, Sanna watched one of 
the Fenwick dogs, a Rhodesian ridgeback, 
leap over a lower comer of the garden wall. 
Sanna soon figured out that she could do 
that herself. Now she awakes about 8 a.m. 
for breakfast, plays with the dogs until 10, 
and then vanishes over the wall "some¬ 
where for a siesta." About 4 in the afternoon, 
when she is hungry again, Sanna reappears. 
Evenings, the family (dogs, fox kit and peo¬ 
ple) gather in the kitchen for entertainment 
time. 

"One of the funniest things that she does 
is to peer intently at her shadow on the kitch¬ 
en floor. Then, suddenly, she leaps straight 
up into the air and pounces on it, nose first." 

Finally, like an exhausted child, Sanna 
curls up on her blanket between the trash 


can and the dog house and settles in for the 
night. 

Yet the Fenwicks know that Sanna will 
take longer and longer trips abroad in the not 
too distant future. First she may be gone for a 
day or two, then a week and finally, by Sep¬ 
tember, she'll probably be off on her own for 
good. Foxes, like dogs, have a potential life¬ 
span of 10 to 12 years, and the Fenwicks 
expect that Sanna will find a mate and pro¬ 
duce a litter of her own by next spring. 

Bettv laughs, however, as she remembers 
one former family fox who stayed around 
until December. When the Green Spring 
Hounds met at their nearby kennels for 
opening meet on the last Saturday of Oc¬ 
tober, Bettv was so worried about her fox 
that she locked the cub in the upstairs bath¬ 
room for the afternoon. The fox survived 
very well, but the bathroom was almost de¬ 
stroyed. 
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Fenwick Fox continued 

"Foxes (after being domesticated) remain 
very independent and adapt to the wild eas¬ 
ily and completely/' Bettv explains. 

Life with Sanna is a constant whirlwind. 
She races through the garden, bounding 
over the flowers in a game of leapfrog. Her 
favorite pastimes are tag and hide-and-seek 
with the dogs. She's a noisy, feisty little crit¬ 
ter who one minute rushes to scratch loudly 
at the door and then suddenly stops stark 
still and becomes totally quiet, listening to an 
unfamiliar sound. 

Such behavior is typical of the wild fox 
cub, too. Both are developing the coordina¬ 
tion, strength and endurance they will need 
for adult life. 

Historically, the fox has long been a sub¬ 
ject of contention. He appeared in Aesop's

fables as a major adversary, and again as 
Br'er Rabbit's nemesis in the Uncle Remus 
tales of Joel Chandler Harris. Many farmers, 
especially those with chickens, wage an all- 
out war against the fox. And trappers, who 
prize him for his pelt, would be glad to in¬ 
crease the population. Foxhunters on horse¬ 
back, whose whole sport depends on this 
audacious creature, revere him for his cun¬ 
ning. The one trait all who know him agree 
on is the fox's intelligence. 

For the Fenwick family, Sanna the red fox 
has maneuvered herself into position as an 
integral part of their household. Watching 
her antics, enjoying her playfulness, Betty 
recalls with a tinge of sadness that they had 
decided never to raise another fox. "You 
worry about what becomes of them. But 
when the opportunity arose, there we 
were." Although she may leave them in the 
fall, for the moment Sanna-Banana is a sum¬ 
mertime of delight rolled into one fuzzy red 
streak. □

Qark and Menyman 
Revitalizing Rigbie

No matter whether it's cows or horses, 
Bel Air attorney John Qark has learned to 
utilize the Merryman family's expertise in 
the operation of his historic Rigbie Farm in 
Harford county. 

The late Louis McLane Merryman taught 
him the rudiments of dairying and judging 
livestock, experiences which led to his estab¬ 
lishing a herd of dairy cows at Rigbie 22 years 
ago. And now it is grandson Edwin Merry¬ 
man who is working with Qark in the horse 
business at the 320-acre Darlington farm 
which he purchased in 1960. 

Although Merryman and Qark are sepa¬ 
rated by two generations and 40-plus years, 
they feel comfortable about the present ar¬ 
rangement. 

Qark has given Merryman almost carte 
blanche in the operation of Rigbie's facilities. 
Merryman receives full use of the farm's 23- 
stall bam, nearly 50 acres of newly fenced 
paddocks, miles of riding trails and gallops, 
as well as quality homegrown hay and straw. 
In return he also takes care of the Qark hors¬ 
es, which currently number one mare and 
foal and several riding horses. 

Since Edwin took over a few months ago, 
ten to twelve horses have shipped into the 
farm. Most are unraced 2 and 3-year-olds 
which are being schooled. Within a few 
weeks, yearlings will be broken there as 
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well. Several lav-ups are also expected this 
fall. 

The infusion of new horses and renewed 
activity has given rise to optimism in Qark. 
He is talking about buying a few broodmares 
and racing homebreds, something he has 
had success with in the past. 

During the mid-1960's Qark bought his 
first few broodmares, after having sold his 
dairy herd. One of the mares. Betrayed, pro¬ 
duced $121,810-eamer Berkley Prince, win¬ 
ner of the 1969 Ohio and Michigan Derbies. 
As a stallion, Berkley Prince, who was de¬ 
stroyed last spring, is best known as sire of 
Maryland-bred champion Weber Qty Miss, 
winner of $514,741. 

Clark enjoyed remarkable success with his 
first few homebreds. The first nine horses he 
bred all broke their maidens. In addition to 
major earner Berkley Prince, he also bred 
stakes-winning Berkley Comer. Then, after 
a nine-year drought, homebred Gattor 
scored in two 1979 added-money events. 

Prior to Edwin's involvement with Rigbie, 
Clark had sought a young partner for quite 
some time. He saw the need for a man will¬ 
ing to put in hard work and, in return, he

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was willing to offer him a large share of the 
profits. This is a practice common in the 
dairy business and Qark is adapting it to fit 
his horse operation. 

"How fast and how far this farm will go is 
pretty much up to Edwin," said Qark, a 
practicing Bel Air lawyer. "I'm behind him 
100 per cent. I hope he finds a heck of an 
opportunity here." 

Edwin enjoys the challenge presented to 
him. 

Up until taking the Qark partnership, he 
operated Anchor & Hope Farm, a dairy es¬ 
tablishment owned by his father and located 
across the Susquehanna River in nearby Port 
Deposit. 


At Anchor & Hope Edwin devoted most of 
his time and money toward the restoration of 
the farm purchased by his family in the mid- 
1960's. Only recently has he taken on a part¬ 
ner. This has enabled him to spend time once 
again with horses. 

Both Qark and Merryman have impres¬ 
sive credentials. 

John Qark was the youngest person ever 
elected to the Maryland House of Delegates 
when he ran for office a month after graduat¬ 
ing from the University of Maryland in 1934 
with a degree in animal husbandry. For 16 
years he served in the General Assembly, 
winning four four-year terms. 

It was while he was in the State House that 
he decided to become a lawyer. He gained 
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Clark-Merryman continued 

his degree bv attending night school at the 
University of Baltimore. It was also while in 
the House that he became executive secre¬ 
tary for the Maryland State Fair Board, a job 
he held "for eight or nine years." 

For the first four years that he owned Rig- 
bie Farm he ran a dairy operation. But he 
found that his dream of owning a big dairy 
herd wasn't as pleasant as he had imagined. 

"Those cows became a tremendous bur¬ 
den," he explained. "The help was such a 
problem. It was all a constant worry. And I 
was losing money to boot. My principal busi¬ 
ness is my law office. I couldn't afford to give 
all my time to something that cost me 
money." 

Clark sold his cows, bought three brood¬ 
mares and went into the horse business. 

Edwin, a 1971 graduate of Gilman, did not 
attend college, choosing instead to work on 
the backstretch. He has worked for several 
different trainers including his sister, Katy 
Voss, and his brother-in-law, Dougie Small. 
He also went to Australia with trainer Tom¬ 
my Smith (then leading Australian trainer 
for 22 straight years) for a six-month stint in 
1973.

As a trainer Edwin is best known for his 
success with stakes-winning Pistol White, a 
homebred gelding owned by his parents. 
Pistol White, named for the late trainer 
Charles R. White, did not make his first start 
until he was 4 but during each of the three 
seasons he raced he won stakes. The Amber- 
nash gelding, who retired with earnings of 
$152,541, is now a pensioner at Edwin's par¬ 
ents' farm. The Orebanks, in Sparks. 

"Considering all the problems he had. Pis¬ 
tol was some horse," he said. "He always 
kept his competitive spirit. Tony Black, the 
jockey who used to ride him often, claimed 
Pistol was perfectly balanced because he had 
bows in both front legs and fractures in both 
hind ones." 
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In 1979 Edwin left the race track and ap¬ 
plied himself to the task of renovating An¬ 
chor & Hope, a project for which he had 
originally set a timetable of six months. But 
he finds that even today the job is not fin¬ 
ished. 

"The main house on the farm dates back to 
1682, making it the oldest inhabited house in 
the county but, unfortunately, it showed its 
age," he said. 

John Clark's house at Rigbie (top, opposite) was 
built in 1732 and is on the National Historic reg¬ 
ister.

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''Eventually, I will be able to handle both 
horses and cows at Anchor & Hope but, for 
the time being, Mr. Clark's place is just fine 
for what I have in mind. But when I get the 
money and find the time ..." 

Helping Edwin regularly with the horses 
is his wife Sass. She rides daily with Edwin, 
schooling voung horses, and then helps him 
with the stable chores. 

Edwin stresses the fact that young horses 
can be schooled and exercised on the farm 
for less than half the cost on the race track. 

Clark envisions Rigbie as becoming a ma¬ 
jor horse farm, surpassing heights reached 
in the heyday of Berkley Prince. Merryman 
has dreams of owning a "big horse" or two of 
his own. Perhaps the two can come up with 
another horse like Pistol White or Berkley 
Prince ... or maybe something bigger. □ 









Families in Racing 


Frock Name 
Familiar One 
At the Track

One of the state's most versatile racing 
families put its act together for the ninth race 
at Timonium, July 28. 

In the paddock were trainer Clarence (Ike) 
Frock, 68, saddling the 4-year-old filly Barbs 
Hi Stepper for his son, 38-year-old Charles 
L. (Snake) Frock. Although a fractured hand 
prevented Snake Frock from saddling the 
horse himself, he was there to give instruc¬ 
tions to the jockey, who happened to be his 
16-year-old son Charlie. His other son, 17- 
year-old Randy, was the horse's groom. 

Nearby stood Barbara Frock, Snake's 
wife—the boys' mother and Charlie's agent. 

But the race turned out to be less of a show 
than one might have expected, since the filly 
ended up finishing last. 

Ike Frock, a member of that seasoned 
corps of old-timers who used to ride jumpers 
at Timonium, didn't seem much impressed 
with the fact that he and his descendants had 
set a local record for family participation in a 
race. 

"Exciting? It's exciting when we win," 
said Mr. Frock, a wry, plain-talking man. 
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Cheerfully, gregariously, tenaciously, the 
Frocks move on. 

Right now the brightest hope in the Frock 
stable is young Charlie, who started riding 
June 2. In the first six weeks of his career he 
had 58 mounts and won eight races. As of 
July 28 he was tenth in the jockey standings 
at Timonium. 

Like his father and grandfather, Charlie 
quit school to ride when he turned 16. Snake 
and Barbara took him out of Westminster 
High School with the blessings of the princi¬ 
pal. "All he was talking about in school was 
horses. The principal told us it would be 
better to let him ride while he has the ambi¬ 
tion; he can always go back to night school 
later," said his father. 

Sandra K. Taylor, the trainer who gave 
Charlie his first mount, praises the young 
rider to the hilt: "He looks like a feed sack on 
a horse. But a rider doesn't need style; he 
needs ability," states Mrs. Taylor. 

"Charlie is very relaxed on any kind of 
horse. He gets a lot out of the horses he rides 
because most horses aren't used to relaxed 
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Ike Frock, also shown opposite, appears above 
with family members who have followed him to 
the race track. They are grandsons Randy and 
Charlie, daughter-in-law Barbara, son Snake. 

riders. I haven't ridden him on anything 
where he hasn't at least picked up the jock¬ 
ey's fee," she added. 

No doubt Charlie is riding the crest of the 
Frocks' collective experience. 

Over half a century ago Ike Frock sprang 
from the Woodberry section of Baltimore 
city ("That was the toughest part of town; I 
called myself Ike because nobody could go 
around there with a name like Clarence"). 
His father was in the plumbing business. 

"I've been coming here since I was bom," 
Mr. Frock recounted while sitting in his box 
on the Timonium finish line. "My father 
wasn't a horseman, but he was a fiend for 
betting on them. I just naturally loved 
horses." 

Ike Frock's career started at age 14, when 
his friend J.C. Mergler got him a job on "Old 
Man" Billy Garth's farm in Charlottesville, 
Va. "I remember I had to finish the eighth 


grade down there (in Charlottesville)," said 
Mr. Frock. "I was homesick something aw¬ 
ful, and taking a lot of tumbles learning how 
to ride, but they didn't want me to go home." 

When he turned 16, Billy Garth took out 
an apprentice contract on him and Ike Frock 
rode for the next five years, winning 82 races 
and suffering a few major injuries. Then he 
grew too heavy to ride on the flat and 
switched over to jumpers, getting a job with 
John Bosley. 

"Tell you the tmth, I never had too much 
heart for jumpers," he told an interviewer 
ten years ago. "Never got hurt riding them 
because I'd never let them run fast enough to 
fall. It took a game man or an awful dumb 
one to bet on any jumper I rode. My only 
interest was in seeing that I came back in one 
piece." 

Mr. Frock went on to work as a stable 
agent for the Bosleys, spanning the years 
when Mrs. Bosley was racing the legendary 
Chase Me. 

Then World War II began. "I had a chance 
for a real good job, but my draft board said if I 
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Frock continued 

took it I'd be in the Army in 30 days/' ex¬ 
plained Mr. Frock. "So I went to work in the 
shipyard at Sparrows Point as a plumber and 
pipefitter. I had experience in my father's 
trade." 

Bv the time the war ended, Ike Frock was a 
licensed master plumber; he decided to set 
up his own business in the Pimlico area of 
the city. He and his wife Dolores lived in 
Pimlico until the late 1950's, when they pur¬ 
chased an 80-acre farm outside of Westmin¬ 
ster. 

Their 44-year-old son John has carried on 
Ike's plumbing business (Ike Frock and Son), 
now based in Westminster. The Frocks have 
another son, Paul, 42, who runs an air condi¬ 
tioning and sheet metal business with head¬ 
quarters on the family farm, and a daughter, 
Marv, 24, who works for Paul. 

"I lost a lot of my plumbing business when 
I moved to Westminster," noted Mr. Frock. 
"Then I started training for Jack Morlock and 
we got verv lucky together; that really put 
me out of the plumbing business." 

The best horse Mr. Frock ever trained was 
Lady Galaxy, owned by Mr. Morlock. 
Claimed for $1,200 at Dover Downs in 1968, 
she earned over $82,000. 

A public trainer throughout the 1960's and 
part of the 1970's, Ike Frock at one time raced 
a 15-horse contingent for the veterinarian 
I. W. Frock (who is no known relative). 

But he is excluding Mr. Morlock and Dr. 
Frock from discussion when he talks about 
the memorable day he gave up public train¬ 
ing six or seven years ago. 

"I fired five owners in two minutes," re¬ 
called Mr. Frock wearily, describing a subject 
that remains one of the major irritations of 
his life. 

"I don't know how a lot of people can train 
todav, when the owners are there all the time 
trving to tell you what to do. Owners come 
and tell vou when you should work their 
horse. They probably run a grocery store for 
a living; I wouldn't think of trying to tell 
them how to run a grocery store." 

Now Mr. Frock is semi-retired, training 
two horses of his own. "Just the way 1 like 
it," he remarked complacently. 
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When he retired, about half of his stable 
switched over to Snake. "Now Snake is dif¬ 
ferent from me," observed Mr. Frock. "It 
could be raining cats and dogs and Snake 
would go up to one of his clients and say 
'Nice day, isn't it?' " 

Father and son always stable next to each 
other, but they train separately. 

Snake Frock (so named because he dances 
like a snake), worked as an exercise boy and 
hotwalker for Alfred G. Vanderbilt in New 
York before becoming a jockey at age 22. 

"For years I galloped horses in the morn¬ 
ing and made milkshakes and sodas at a 
restaurant at night; I was making $33 a week 
but it felt like a million," recalled Snake. 

His jockey career was brief: "I had to 
weigh the string beans and salads before I ate 
them. I just couldn't go on that way. In 19691 
started to train for Doc Hughes and I won for 
him at Hagerstown. From there I was a pub¬ 
lic trainer." 

Snake, who currently has four horses in 
training for four different owners (in addi¬ 
tion to Barbs Hi Stepper, which is the only 
racehorse he and Barbara own), has always 
supplemented his income galloping for 
other trainers in the mornings. 

"With mv experience I can get on any¬ 
thing," he said. "And that's where I've been 
able to help Charlie because whenever 
somebodv asks me to get on a horse I try to 
get them to give one to Charlie. It's hard for 
trainers to get two lined up to work at once, 
so that helps them too. Then I teach Charlie 
as we go along." 

Snake and Barbara live with their two sons 
on a two-acre parcel of Ike's farm, but their 
familv life centers around the race track. 

Barbara, 36, has been a jockey's agent 
since 1974. "(Jockey) Ronnie Barnes and I 
were having an ice cream cone together one 
afternoon," recalled Barbara Frock. "And he 
said 'You know everybody, Barbara, why 
don't vou take mv book?' There were no 
other girl agents then. Ike talked to Mr. Col- 
will and he said I could take the test; I pas¬ 
sed. Women agents are still unusual. There 
were onlv two of us at Laurel this summer." 

Snake Frock (left), like his father 
a former jockey who now trains horses, 
talks with blacksmith Johnny Meehan. 
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The year after Barbara became Ronnie's 
agent he won 121 races. One day she got him 
13 mounts, and five of them won. 

"I like talking to people," commented 
Barbara, who handles jockey An tone Bar- 
riera's book as well as Charlie's. "I don't like 
the dirty part of my job; you get real dirty 
working on the backside all the time." 

When Barbara and Snake met at a dance 
years ago she was studying to become a 
beautician. She grew up on a farm in Carroll 
countv; her father was a carpenter. But she 
took to racing quickly. 

From the time her son Charlie was bom, 
she has expected him to be a rider: "He was 
always wanting to get up on his grandfath¬ 
er's horses. When he was four years old he 
got up on a yearling and the horse threw him 
ten feet in the air. I thought he was dead. He 
shook it off and got back on." 

Recognized throughout his family as na- 
turallv lucky ("We can all be walking down 
the road together and Charlie will look down 
and find a quarter," related Snake), Charlie 
was named Charles Anthony Frock after 
Michael Anthony, the character who de¬ 
livered fortunes in the old television pro¬ 
gram "The Millionaire." 


Occasionally Charlie's new status as a 
jockey makes his brother Randy jealous. 
Snake and Barbara admit. An equally gutsy 
rider, Randy is simply not built like a jockey. 
Eventually he hopes to get a job in the car¬ 
pentry trade. He now works as a groom at 
Sagamore Farm, and grooms and gallops for 
his father, also. 

"Randy has a car and a girlfriend, and 
those are things Charlie will have to wait a 
little longer for," Snake pointed out. "At 
least that's the way we tiy to explain it to 
them." 

The Frocks oversee Charlie's career dili¬ 
gently, checking up on practically every bite 
of food he puts into his mouth. When he 
rides at Charles Town or Penn National at 
night they chauffeur him back and forth in 
an air-conditioned car, so that he can sleep 
along the way. 

Finances are controlled by Snake, who 
gives Charlie $50 a week spending money, 
saving the rest for an Individual Retirement 
Account for his son. 

By the time he gets too big to ride Charlie 
also hopes to have enough money saved up 
to buy a few horses of his own. His goal in 
life? To own a few horses and keep on gal¬ 
loping in the mornings, just like his father. □ 
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Family Effort 
Stands Behind 
Gary's Friend

1 hil Capuano bought his first horse in 
1962 through a newspaper want ad. Ever 
since that horse he has had to work side jobs 
to support his stable as well as his family. 

After 20 years of owning and training 
cheap claimers, Phil Capuano knew the only 
way he was going to have a good horse was 
to breed it himself. 

Now Capuano thinks he has such a horse. 

In his three starts thus far, homebred 
Gary's Friend has registered two victories 
and a fourth, one win coming in the Playpen 
Stakes at Laurel last month. And because the 
2-year-old son of Friend's Choice and the 
Yemen mare Yemen's Mite has a minor leg 
injury, he has yet to be 100 per cent. He is 
receiving bi-osteogen treatments daily, fol¬ 
lowing the same regimen as Aloma's Ruler 
and Conquistador Cielo. 

"We haven't really tried this colt," said 
Capuano. "But everything he has done so far 
has told me a lot. He is a fast learner who 
seems to improve with each workout. You 
can't ask for anything more than that. 

"For me, just to have the opportunity to 
have a horse like him is very special. Without 
the support of my wife, Constance, and my 
three children it would not have been possi¬ 
ble. Constance has been great, going back to 
work just so I could have the chance to make 
it in this business on my own. Hopefully, it 
has paid off." 
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Along with caring for his horses, Capuano 
has done various odd jobs such as driving a 
taxi cab and selling vacuum cleaners. Now, 
when he finds time, he builds bams and 
erects fences, primarily on the farms of his 
Southern Maryland neighbors Bob Beall and 
Jiggs Lancaster. "Whatever side money I 
make goes right back into my operation," he 
explained. 

He paid just $800 for Yemen's Mite, dam of 
Garv's Friend, buving her as a yearling at 
Timonium in 1966. "My partner. Jack Fen¬ 
tress, actually bought her," he said. "But he 
had only $250 on him at the time, so I paid off 
the balance. 

"Yemen's Mite ran in Jack's name and I 
trained her. As a 2-year-old she broke her 
maiden at Hagerstown and was on top in a 
good allowance race when she bowed. She 
didn't make it back to the races until the 
following year. After her injury she never 
regained her original form but she did man¬ 
age to win two more races for us. 

"Her courage was the thing that impressed 
me most about her. No matter how she felt 
she always tried her best. After she retired 
Jack and I would take turns having her bred. 
He would have her one year and I would 
have her the next. I kept telling him that if we 
could breed her to a decent stallion she 
would throw a mnner. Now it looks as 
though she has done just that. 

"Ironically, I am and am not the breeder of 
Gary's Friend. The colt is listed as being bred 
by Jack, when in fact he 'willed' her to me 
several years ago when her expenses became 
too much for him." 

To date, Yemen's Mite has been a 100 per 
cent producer, all five of her foals having 
been winners. The Capuanos currently have 
a yearling full sister and a suckling half- 
brother (by Acute Distraction) to Gary's 
Friend out of her. 

"I kidded Bob Beall about the fact that 
every Friend's Choice who has done well 
was raised at his farm. I don't know whether 
it is the grass or just dumb luck but it looks 
like Gary's Friend is turning out to be a pretty 
good colt. 

"Bob Beall has been a good friend to me. 
Both my sons have done some work for him 
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Playpen Stakes winner Gary's Friend, 
shown being galloped by Jamie Ryan, is 
the best horse Phil Capuano has had in 
his 20 years in the business. Below, Phil 
(second right) poses with some of his 
stable crew: daughter Gina, nephew 
Johnny Duley and his older son. Dale. 
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Gary's Friend continued 

in the past. Gary worked on his farm when 
Yemen's Mite was there and Dale rubbed 
horses for him at the track. Dale even had the 
chance to rub Dave's Friend when the 
horse's regular groom was hurt in a car acci¬ 
dent. It was good experience for him to work 
around a good horse." 

The Capuano stable is run by various 
members of his family, although the role 
each plays is loosely defined. For instance, 
older son Dale, 19, is listed as trainer of both 
Gary's Friend and the other horse currently 
in the stable, the claimer Lady's Reo, while 
younger son Gary, 18 (for whom the colt was 
named), is listed as assistant trainer. Gary is 
particularly close to Gary's Friend, pleased 
by the fact that his sentimental favorite has 
developed so well. Other family members— 
daughter Gina, 17, and nephew Johnny 
Duley—also help out daily. 

Gina's present boyfriend, Jamie Ryan, gal¬ 
lops Gary's Friend regularly. If he hadn't

suffered a broken collarbone in a fall, he 
would probably be the colt's rider. That job 
was inherited by Bill Lewis, who has ridden 
numerous horses in the past for the Capu- 
anos. 

"Although Gary's Friend is still just a baby 
it's a good feeling to have a horse worth 
getting up early in the morning for," said 
Phil Capuano. "My kids are very excited 
about him and sometimes have a tendency to 
spend too much time at the race track. But it 
is understandable. 

"Gary's Friend has put us in a funny situa¬ 
tion. We have never had a horse with his 
ability. To us, he is very special; to someone 
else, who has had several good horses, he 
may not be as good as we think he is. We 
haven't had anything to compare him to. 

"Dale wants to win every single race and, 
of course, no one can do that. All I want him 
to do is be patient and go step by step with 
the colt. If we take our time and things go our 
way there will be many races in store not just 
for Gary's Friend but for all of our horses as 
well." □

Delaware Score Makes 
Jaiheela A Millionaire

Peter Brant's Jameela became the first 
Maryland-bred to pass the million dollar 
earnings mark with her victory in the 
$114,650 Delaware Handicap at Delaware 
Park early this month. 

The dark bay or brown 6-year-old mare by 
Rambunctious—Asbury Mary, by Seven 
Corners, who was bred and owned through¬ 
out most of her career by Mrs. Richard W. 
Worthington of Bel Air, earned $74,522 to 
bring her lifetime total to $1,006,723. 

Some fine Maryland horse people have 
been associated with Jameela in her long and 
colorful career, and it was with pride that 
they viewed her latest accomplishment. 

Mrs. Worthington, who sold Jameela last 
year for $840,000 as the final step in the dis¬ 
persal of her Thoroughbreds, was on hand to 
see her victory in the Grade I mile and one- 
quarter distaff handicap. 

"Naturally, I was very proud of her and 
she ran one of her best races. She went right 
after Love Sign, almost went out too fast, I 
thought, at the beginning, but at the quarter 
pole, you could see Jack Kaenel hadn't asked 
her to run and Love Sign was tiring," Mrs. 
Worthington recalled. 

Breeder of the first Maryland-bred millionaire 
is Betty Worthington, who sold Jameela, 
her last Thoroughbred, last year for $840,000. 

In the Grade I Delaware Handicap, Jameela 
took command at the half-mile pole and coasted 
to a two-length win over longshot Zvetlana. 
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"That jockey is excellent, always follows 
instructions and his handling was flawless," 
she continued. "He had instructions not to 
use the whip as she will stop if you hit her 
and in several rides on her, he never hit her. 
He didn't even show her the whip at Dela¬ 
ware." 

Mrs. Worthington sold Asbury Mary, the 
dam of Jameela, and her stakes-winning 
half-sister Sarah Percy in a package to Balti¬ 
more builder Irvin Tillman more than four 
years ago while she was breaking Jameela.

"People have always had the impression 
that Asbury Mary was not a good racehorse 
because she never won, but that wasn't true. 
She ran competitively in several maiden 
races before she suffered a slab fracture of 
the knee. My trainer at that time, George 
Mohr, thought she had the potential to be as 
good as Sarah Percy, and now that she is the 
dam of a horse that won a million dollars, 
she'll get the respect she deserves. I'm also 
very happy for Hyman (Hap) Ravich, who 
has trained her throughout her career." 

Harold Herman, who stands her syndi¬ 
cated sire. Rambunctious, at his Red Oak 
Farms in Darlington, was naturally elated. 
Speaking from his home in Potomac, Her¬ 
man recalled, "Rambunctious stood at Glade 
Valley first, then stood a couple of years at 
my farm in Potomac and then moved to 
Windfields in Chesapeake City where he 
was bred to Asbury Mary. We've had him at 
Red Oak for the last four years. He's 22 now 
but still very active. We bred him to 35 mares 
this past spring. It's quite an honor to be the 
owner of a stallion who sired a million dollar 
winner; there haven't been very many. 

"Many breeders try to find successful ped¬ 
igree combinations, but with Rambunctious, 


just about any bloodline goes well. He sires 
solid horses and he sired a good sire in Rol¬ 
licking, too," Herman noted. 

Bill Oppenheim, editor of Racing Update, a 
Kentucky-based industry-analysis newslet¬ 
ter, offered an impressive statistic backing 
Herman's claim. 

"We surveyed the careers of 256 stallions 
who had foals 4 years old or older to give us a 
wide statistical base. Of the 256, Rambunc¬ 
tious had the highest percentage of winners 
to foals, 200 winners from 249 foals," Op- 
penhiem noted. 

Jameela, who rather easily held off the de¬ 
termined finish of Mrs. Augustus Riggs FV's 
Zvetlana in the Delaware Handicap by 2 
lengths, was timed in 2 minutes 2% seconds 
for the mile and a quarter and paid $6.60. She 
carried 121 pounds, four less than Love Sign, 
who held on for third. The race was telecast 
in Philadelphia, with Gregg McCarron as 
color commentator. 

Announcer A1 Meltzer asked Ravich after 
the race, "Now that Jameela has earned a 
million dollars, does that make you a mil¬ 
lionaire?" 

Hap did a double take. "No, no," he stam¬ 
mered. "But, I sure do feel like one." □ 
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Irish-Bred Mare Brings 
High Bid at Summer Sale

An S80,000 mare in foal to Ack Ack 
achiev^ed top price earlv this month at the 
Marv^Iand Sales Agency's mid-summer 
mixed auction held in Timonium's Cow Pal¬ 
ace. 

The seven-hour selling session found 234 
head passing through the ring for a fall of the 
hammer average of $5,694 on a gross of $1.3 
million. There were, however, 52 Reserves 
Not Attained, reducing the number sold to 
182 head. Those sold grossed $927,800 for an 
average of $5,098. Percentage of chargebacks 
was 22. 

Tom Hinkle, of Paris, Kv., was top con¬ 
signor. 


The voung breeder and pinhooker sent 
five mares from Kentucky which were sold 
for $156,000. Four of the five were 3-vear- 
olds and all were in foal for the first time. 
Included in the group were the sale's top tw^o 
prices—an $80,000 daughter of Be My Guest 
and a $38,000 daughter of Mummy's Pet (in 
foal to No Robbery). 

Both of these mares were bought bv Mrs. 
Gordon Little of Middleburg, Va. 

All five of the mares had been bought bv 
Hinkle in England last vear and, except for 
Dancing Geisha (GB), all had been acquired 
at the Newmarket fall auction. Dancing Gei¬ 
sha was bought privately bv Hinkle last sum¬ 
mer. 







Although he declined to reveal what he 
had paid for the mares, he did sav that the 
sale's topper, Manila (Ire), had cost him 
S13,000 "bv the time I got her to mv farm in 
Kentucky." 

Hinkle added that he had thought he 
would get $40 to $45,000 for her at Timon- 
ium. "Naturally, I was delighted at the 
$80,000 price." 

Asked why he had decided to ship his 
mares to Mandand from Kentucky (where 
there is a more than an adequate number of 
auction sales), Hinkle said: "I had thought 
about selling them in the Keeneland Fall 
sale, but I'm a little guv in that league. They 
would hav^e assigned me stalls somewhere 
out in deep left field. 

"Marvdand is for me a new market, and 
I've been impressed by what's been happen¬ 
ing here. Then, also, there's the reduction in 
commissions charged on RNA's. That 1 per 
cent charge (as opposed to 5 per cent at most 
other sales) was the convdncer. I said to my¬ 
self why not give it a shot? 

"So here I am. and I'm glad I came. I sold 
all five. As it turned out. the reduced com¬ 
mission on RNA's wasn't even relevant." 

Of the five horses selling for more than 
$20,000 in the sale, three were consigned bv 
Hinkle. The third was Dancing Geisha, pur¬ 
chased for $22,000 by Peter A. lav. 


The other two were Cordon Bleu (con¬ 
signed bv Merritt Brothers Inc.) who was 
bought by Ramon Goto, agent, for $30,000, 
and Office Flirt (consigned bv Cabin Branch 
Farms) who was bought bv O.T. Duffield for 
$23,000. 

Next in line at $20,000 was Timonise (con¬ 
signed bv Greensleeves Ltd., Thommar, 
agent) who went to Ted Smith. 

Broodmares dominated the sale in both 
quantity and quality. 

From the 135 offered, 98 were sold. Per¬ 
centage of RNA's was 27, and gross receipts 
for those actually sold was $677,000, giving 
an av^erage of $6,908. 

Ten weanlings were offered and nine were 
sold. Average price for the nine was $3,267. 

Yearlings totaled 58 through the ring with 
47 of them sold. Av^erage price for those sold 
was $2,972. 

In the horses of racing age category, 31 
went through the ring with 28 finding new 
homes. Those sold averaged $2,918.

Dr. William Tew 
Aids Veteiinarians

IVIany scientists working in the medical 
field have devoted much of their indepen¬ 
dent research to animal science. One such 
man is Dr. William Tew, a bio-chemist who 
is currently on the staff of the Johns Hopkins 
University School Of Medicine. 

Dr. Tew has developed a unique service to 
veterinarians and trainers in the United 
States and Canada. His research, which is all 
done in the United States, is now being uti¬ 
lized by European pharmaceutical compa¬ 
nies as well. 

Dr. Tew has refined the practice of analyz¬ 
ing synovial fluid found in the joints of race 
horses. From the analysis, he is able to assist 
the equine practitioner in selecting treat¬ 
ments and monitoring the progress of inar- 
ticular joint diseases. 

Joint disorders are major causes of lame¬ 
ness in horses and present a myriad of diag¬ 
nostic problems. To date, diagnosis and 
evaluation of joints depend mostly on physi¬ 
cal and radiographic examinations to deter¬ 
mine the nature and extent of an injury or 
disease. There is an increasing awareness by 
scientists that soft tissue inflammation plays 
an important role in joint diseases and dys¬ 
function. Since these conditions cannot be 
accurately evaluated by radiographic exami¬ 
nations, new techniques, such as synovial 
fluid analvsis, can provide important infor¬ 
mation. 

Dr. Tew's research on synovial fluid anal¬ 
ysis offers a means of evaluating the nature 
and extent of joint disorders. All movable 
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joints, both in humans and animals, contain 
a synovial membrane that secretes a fluid 
which lubricates the joints. Inflammation of 
the synovial membrane and surrounding tis¬ 
sue is a common factor in many joint injuries 
and diseases. 'Tn young horses just in train¬ 
ing," states Dr. Tew, "this inflammation is 
often the first sign of joint problems. In 
chronic cases, recurring inflammation can be 
a major problem in the management of de¬ 
generative diseases." 

Dr. Tew has analyzed thousands of sam¬ 
ples of synovial fluid. Of these samples, he 
finds that synovial inflammation appears to 
be an important component in the majority 
of common joint diseases. 

Dr. Tew's story began years ago at the 
Foxboro Company in Massachusetts. At the 
time, Foxboro was interested in particle anal¬ 
ysis in engine wear. From this project 
evolved another area of interest—that of 
measuring wear in artificial joints. Develop¬ 
ing from this study came yet a third project. 
Dr. Tew began to study wear in joints as it 
would apply to wear in mechanical engines. 

Paul Wilks Jr., of Connecticut, became ac¬ 
quainted with Dr. Tew's work in 1979. Mr. 
Wilks had race horses of his own and ap¬ 
proached Dr. Tew to do the same kind of 
research in joints of equines, especially race 
horses. Mr. Wilks, along with a longtime 
friend, Samuel Cross, supplied funds for a 
lab to be set up, and a unique study was 
bom. The lab was incorporated in Maryland 
under the name Equine Diagnostic Labora-

school. Dr. Tew also heads up a 
lab which analyzes synovial fluid 
from joints of lame horses, aiding 
vets in diagnosis and treatment. 
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Tew continued 

tones to conduct research on equine joint 
problems and provide synovial fluid analysis 
to the equine practitioner. 

The research project began with Dr. Tew 
collecting data on hundreds of ''normal" 
joints. Based on these, he established a basis 
for determining what is normal joint fluid. 
He began to look at thousands of diseased 
joints. From this point, he needed to deter- 
rriine how these findings relate to diagnosis 
and prognosis of treatments and how new 
experimental drugs, such as the hyaluronic 
acid products, as well as traditional medica¬ 
tions, such as Bute, appear to be related to 
their effects on joint inflammation. 

Dr. Tew's studies have been published in 
professional magazines, such as the Journal 
Of Equine Veterinarxf Science, and articles on 
his research have appeared in newspapers 
and magazines throughout the country. Vet¬ 
erinarians are utilizing his service of analyz¬ 
ing synovial fluid in their diagnosis and 
treatment of a wide variety of joint disorders. 
They also use the service to monitor the heal¬ 
ing of joint diseases. 

Dr. Tew mails specimen kits to practicing 
veterinarians upon request. The sample of 
synovial fluid is then returned to the lab in

these kits, analyzed upon receipt and results 
phoned back to the veterinarian (usually the 
evening of the day received). 

Dr. Tew received a B.S. and M.S. from 
Lamar University. He earned his Ph.D. from 
the University of Idaho and has done post¬ 
doctoral training at Johns Hopkins Univer¬ 
sity. The grant from Mr. Wilks and its ensu¬ 
ing research became an avocation for this 
research scientist. "What began as a hobby 
has grown beyond my wildest dreams," says 
Dr. Tew. His lab now has one full-time busi¬ 
ness manager and two full-time technicians. 
He has just opened a new lab on Charles 
street in Baltimore and is currently doing 
over 100 synovial fluid analyses per week in 
addition to research projects for several ma¬ 
jor pharmaceutical companies. 

His personal goal is to demonstrate to 
horse owners that by using diagnostic tech¬ 
niques "early on," they can save time, mon¬ 
ey and possibly the horse. Proper evaluation 
of injuries shows if treatments are or are not 
effective. 

Dr. Tew, who lives with his wife Joanne 
and their two children, Katherine, 5, and 
Ben, 18 months, plans to continue to expand 
the applications of synovial fluid analysis. 
He has also become involved in the develop¬ 
ment and testing of new pharmaceuticals in 
the equine industry. Perhaps, with all of this 
research working for them, race horses, and 
all horses, will have a better time of life. □

What's New 
in Maryland 


New Bonita Stallion 

Bonita Farm reports the acquisition of the 
young stallion Sir Raleigh for the 1983 sea¬ 
son. Sir Raleigh, a foal of 1977, is a stakes- 
winning half-brother to the top sire Green 
Dancer who stands at Gainesway Farm for a 
live foal fee of $80,000. 

Sir Raleigh, a son of Sir Ivor, won France's 
Prix de la Chapelle and placed in the Prix de 
Gouvieux. His dam, ’^Green Valley II, has 
produced seven foals, six winners, among 
them four stakes winners, including classic 
winner Green Dancer. 

Green Dancer was France's leading fresh¬ 
man sire in 1979 and has since been imported 
to this country. 

Sir Raleigh's fee has been set at $7,500 live 
foal, according to William K. Boniface, the 
new manager of Bonita's stallion and breed¬ 
ing division. 

Also standing at Bonita are Cabildo 
($2,000) and Traffic Cop ($1,000). 

Letrado Dies 

The good Maryland-bred 3-year-oId Le¬ 
trado died unexpectedly in Puerto Rico on 
June 1 as the result of a twisted intestine. 
Winner of two stakes at Bowie this vear, 
Letrado had earned over $92,000. 

Purchased by Charles A. Cuprill, a Puerto 
Rican attorney, for $9,500 at a Marvland 
Sales Agency vearling sale at Timonium, the 
chestnut colt was a son of Silver Badge and 
the Thinking Cap mare Bright Eves. 

As a 2-vear-old, Letrado won four of nine 
starts in Puerto Rico and placed in the Grade 
II Esteban Rodriguez Tizol Stakes. Earlv in 
1982 Cuprill shipped Letrado to Bowie 
where, in his first start in this countrv, he 


won the W.P. Burch Stakes at odds of 36 tol. 
A month later he won Bowie's Prince 
Georges Stakes. 

Letrado was bred bv Mr. and Mrs. Ronald 
Gibellino who stand Letrado's sire. Silver 
Badge, at their farm. Silver Badge is a half- 
brother to the top New York stakes winner 
Silver Buck. 

New 'Chase Owner 

A half-interest in the timber horse Road to 
Freedom was recently purchased by Robert 
J. Bell, president of Bell and Companv and a 
new owner in the sport. The Bell company 
specializes in restructuring firms which are 
in need of improved efficiencv. 

Road to Freedom was previouslv owned in 
partnership by Peter Thompson and Russell 
Clark. Mr. Thompson has retained his in¬ 
terest in the horse who this past spring was 
awarded the novice timber championship at 
Fair Hill. That $4,000 award was donated bv 
the USF&G, a Maryland-based insurance 
companv. 

Winner this year of the James Stump Me¬ 
morial, Road to Freedom is trained bv Paddv 
Neilson and will be pointed for the 1983 
Marvland Hunt Cup. 

Nearctic Prince Destroyed 

Syndicate-owned Nearctic Prince was de¬ 
stroyed last month following an accident in 
his paddock at Whitehackle Farm in Upper- 
co. Sharon Marshall, manager of the syndi¬ 
cate, reports that the 9-year-old stallion sus¬ 
tained a spiral shoulder fracture. 

Laurel's general manager Ken Schertle 
presents silver trays to King Leatherbury (left), 
leading trainer at the summer meeting, 
and apprentice Alberto Delgado, leading jockey. 
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Purchased at a Maryland Sales Agency 
auction in 1981 for $72,000, Nearctic Prince 
was bv Nearctic out of Improve by Better 
Self. He was a winner of four races and stood 
for a live foal fee of $1,500. 

He was bred to 15 mares in 1982, his only 
season at stud. 

Hot 2-Year-Old Sires 

Rollicking is currently the nation's leading 
juvenile sire by progeny earnings, according 
to statistics compiled through July 20. Other 
Marvland sires ranked on the list were Halo, 
ninth leading sire, and The Minstrel, 46th. 

The principal earners for Rollicking are, of 
course, the unbeaten fillies Gala Jubilee and 
Singing Susan, both trained by Bernie Bond. 

Halo's chief earner is stakes-winning Sun- 
nv's Halo, while The Minstrel's highest win¬ 
ner is the European-campaigned The Noble 
Praver. Both stallions are the property of 
svndicates and stand at Windfields Farm. 

Veterinary College 

Although Maryland has no veterinary col¬ 
lege of its own, it is now assured 30 openings 
each year in the freshman class of the Vir- 
ginia-Maryland Regional College of Veteri- 
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nary Medicine in Blacksburg, Va. Each fresh¬ 
man class in the four-year curriculum is lim¬ 
ited to 80 students, the other 50 being resi¬ 
dents of Virginia. 

The first class in the new college will grad¬ 
uate in 1984. 

In its recent newsletter, the college re¬ 
ported 110 Virginians and 75 Marylanders to 
be survivors from an application list of 279 
for its next freshman class which begins this 
fall. From those 195 candidates, only 80 will 
be chosen. 

Approximately 100 of the students admit¬ 
ted to the first two classes majored, as under¬ 
graduates, in biology or in animal science 
(including dairy and poultry science). 
Others chose undergraduate majors as di¬ 
verse as English, math, zoology, chemistry, 
environmental studies, art, agronomy, 
home economics/business, psychology and 
religion. 

Despite a wide age variation—the young¬ 
est was 19 when admitted, the oldest 36—all 
were well prepared for veterinary school, as 
evidenced by grades in required courses, ex¬ 
perience, knowledge of the profession, 
scores on the Graduate Record Examination 
and the level of professionalism and matur¬ 
ity exhibited in the personal interview pro¬ 
cess. But their academic credentials are di¬ 
verse: 42 had less than four years of under¬ 
graduate work, 86 had bachelor's degrees 
and eight had acquired master's degrees. 

Silver Buck's Maryland Relatives 

Silver Buck's impressive track-record 
score in the Grade I Suburban Handicap last 
month has greatly enhanced the pedigrees of 
the Maryland stallions Silver Badge and Da- 
mitrius. 
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What's New continued 

Silver Badge, who stands at Ron and Kaye 
Gibellino's Zannetta Farm, is a half-brother 
to Silver Buck. Both stakes winners were 
bred by C.V. Whitney. From his first crop, 
which are currently 3-year-olds, Silver 
Badge has had stakes-winning representa¬ 
tion from Mel's Sister and the late Letrado. 

Damitrius, who resides at Bobby and Judy 
Adams' Fox Ridge Farm, is out of a mare 
whose dam is a half-sister to the dam of 
Silver Buck. By Damascus and out of the 
Bold Ruler mare Inheritance, Damitrius set a 
six-furlong track record of 1:08% at Delaware 
Park in 1980. His first foals arrived this past 
spring. 

Run the Gantlet's Irish Oaks 

Run the Gantlet had yet another major 
stakes winner last month when his daughter 
Swiftfoot recorded a wire-to-wire decision in 
the Group I Irish Guinness Oaks. The 3- 
vear-old filly, bred in England by her owner 
Lord Rotherwick, beat favored Princess Pol- 
Iv by three lengths and Rosananti by sue 
lengths. 

Prior to her Oaks victory Swiftfoot scored 
in the Group III Cheshire Oaks. She is a 
daughter of graded stakes winner Whitefoot 
and her broodmare sire, Relko, won the 1963 
Epsom Derby. 

Since being imported to the United States 
in 1980 bv a syndicate headed by Jerry Hoff- 
berger. Run the Gantlet has had three Grade 
I stakes winners in Ardross, Providential 
(Ire) and April Run. In the past year his value 
has risen dramatically, a service to him sell¬ 
ing for $40,000 at the Bid for Kids dinner. He 
stands at Hoffberger's Sunset Hill Farm, 
near Woodbine, Md. 

Four Straight For Bond's Fillies 

The brilliant 2-year-old fillies Gala Jubilee 
and Singing Susan both remain unbeaten 
after their first four races, including three 
stakes victories for each. 

The two Rollicking fillies are conditioned 
bv Bernie Bond, who is experiencing per¬ 
haps his finest year. Bond, it might be noted, 
had listed van driver George Clarke as train-

Singing Susan's record includes victories 
in the Toddler, My Dear and Fashion Stakes 
while Gala Jubilee has accounted for the As¬ 
toria, Rosedale and Colleen. 

The fillies have gained national promi¬ 
nence for their sire Rollicking, perennially 
one of Maryland's leading juvenile sires. 
Currently he is ranked first nationally among 
juvenile sires in progeny earnings. 

Gala Harry's First 

Syndicate-owned Gala Harry had his first 
winner last month when his 2-year-old 
daughter Screen Gala scored in a maiden 
special weight race at Timonium. Bred by 
Geoffrey A. Huguely, Screen Gala regis¬ 
tered a one-length decision over Catherine's 
Rav. She is owned by Ayres Fountain Spring 
Farm and trained by Clinton Bratton. 

Purchased from Mrs. Gertrude Levi ton in 
1978 by Jim Lewis and Maryland attorneys 
Rich Rolapp and Hal Clagett, Gala Harry 
entered stud the following spring at Lewis' 
Lewisfield Farm, near Hydes, Md. During 
his career Gala Harry was a winner of 
$172,518 including the 1977 Walter Haight 
Handicap and the 1978 Goss L. Stryker and 
Bowie Handicaps, all in consecutive starts. 

Gala Harry is by Silent Screen, champion 
2-year-old colt of 1969, and out of the Mar¬ 
tins Rullah mare Martinetta. Thus he is a 
half-brother to stakes winners Rollicking 
and Double Reefed and to stakes-placed 
Martie's Double. Rollicking is currently the 
nation's leading juvenile sire.

The 3-year-old colt is a half-brother to six 
winners, including ’^Balompie who captured both 
the Grade II Prix Jean de Chaudenay and the 
Grade III La Coupe. Chem's full sister. Lead 
Dancer, was purchased by Shallowbrook Farm for 
$205,000 at the 1981 Keeneland summer yearling 
sale and Windfields bought his half-sister, a filly 
bv Raise a Native, for $350,000 there this year. 

The Minstrel was the tenth leading sire at the 
Keeneland July yearling sale, his nine yearlings 
averaging M36,556. The 8-year-old stallion had 
only one representative in the Fasig-Tipton sum¬ 
mer sale; it brought $275,000.

Pres¬ 
sured by runner-up Muskoka Wyck, Tiny Rollick 
won by 1^4 lengths. He had broken his maiden at 
Pimlico in April, scoring by 17 lengths. 


Mrs. Henry Wallace of Red Hill Farm in Leesburg 
(Va.) bought Tiny Rollick's dam as part of a pack¬ 
age deal eight years ago. She paid Gen. James P.S. 
Devereux $4,000 for Tiny Ripple and another 
broodmare who produced only one foal, which 
died. But 14-year-old Tiny Ripple proved a bar¬ 
gain. She produced five foals for Mrs. Wallace, 
including stakes-winning Tiny Monk ($169,754), 
whom she was carrying when purchased, and 
stakes-placed Gentle Ripple ($49,334), who was 
lost in a claiming race. Tiny Ripple contracted 
emphysema after delivering Tiny Monk but con¬ 
tinued to produce despite dire veterinarv predic¬ 
tions. The "good old mare" was put down in 1981. 
In her lifetime she produced 12 foals, whose earn¬ 
ings to date total $334,342. Her Red Hill Farm-bred 
offspring account for $249,475 of that amount. 

In addition to Tiny Rollick, Thomas Field is train¬ 
ing four 2-year-olds for Red Hill Farm. Among 
them is Tiny Nun, Tiny Ripple's last foal and a full 
sister to Tiny Monk. 

Mrs. Wallace reports that Debby's Turn, another 
Red Hill Farm stakes winner and state-bred filly 
champion in 1976, is now in foal to Raise a Native.

This summer 6-year-old Jameela became the first 
Maryland-bred ever to win over a million dollars, 
adding the Grade II Molly Pitcher Handicap and 
the Grade I Delaware Handicap to her impressive 
list of stakes triumphs. Jack Kaenel, who is five- 
for-five with Jameela, rode her in both events. 

In the Mollv Pitcher at Monmouth Park, Jameela 
broke fifth and drove up on the outside in the last 
furlong to overtake Pukka Princess and then Pris- 
matical whom she beat by half a length. The 3-2 
favorite (Anti Lib) finished fifth while Love Sign, 
the probable favorite, was scratched. Kaenel rap¬ 
ped Jameela only once during the race, noting 
with a smile that he and Jameela ''get along well." 

In fact. Cowboy Kaenel claims that Jameela can do 
no wrong for him, and he appeared to prove that 
on Au^st 1 in the Delaware Handicap. Jameela 
crossed the wire two lengths ahead of the long- 
shot Maryland-bred Zvetlana with favored Love 
Sign finishing third. 

Bred bv Mrs. Bettv Worthington, Jameela was 
sold in September, 1981, to Peter Brant of Con¬ 
necticut for $840,000. She has earned $365,579 for 
her new owner. Jameela's dam, Asbury Mary, 
also bred bv Mrs. Worthington, is out of the claim¬ 
ing class mare Snow Hyer. Mrs. Worthington 
compares Asbury Mary to her stakes-winning 
half-sister Sarah Percv, describing her as a good 
race mare who was injured before she could fulfill 
her potential.

For nearly 20 years Phil Capuano has worked 
around Maryland race tracks and during all those 
years he never had a horse who didn't run for a 
tag. Most of the horses he trained were claimed 
cheap by him after having gone wrong in some¬ 
one else's hands. Other horses he bought private¬ 
ly for a percentage down and the balance paid "on 
the cuff." What Phil needed most was a horse he 
could train and develop himself. Gary's Friend, 
his first stakes winner, seems to fill the bill. 

The winner of Laurel's Playpen Stakes last month 
is trained by Capuano's older son Dale, 19, and 
runs in his wife Constance's name. The colt is 
named for his vounger son Gary, 18, who practi¬ 
cally raised the colt from birth to the time he went 
to the race track. Gary acts as assistant trainer and 
groom for his namesake. 


In the seventh running of the Playpen, Gary's 
Friend was rated slightly off the pace in the field of 
six in the six-furlong race. By the half-mile pole he 
was running second, just a head behind front¬ 
running Quest Man. The order of the first two was 
reversed by the top of the stretch, with Gary's 
Friend gaining a head advantage. Through the 
homelane he extended the margin to a half-length 
despite a game second effort by Quest Man. Fin¬ 
ishing third, beaten V/a lengths, was Very Com- 
petable. The winner's time for the Plavpen was 
1:13V5. 

Yemen's Mite, dam of Gary's Friend, was pur¬ 
chased bv Capuano and partner Jack Fentress as a 
yearling at the 1966 Timonium Sales. For the part¬ 
nership she won three races and $5,867 before 
being retired. The half-sister to Com Caster 
($112,794), winner of the Congressional and Riggs 
Handicaps, is a 100 per cent producer, all five of 
her foals having broken their maidens. She cur¬ 
rently has a yearling full sister to her stakes winner. 

Gary's Friend is another swift son of Friend's 
Choice, best known as sire of topnotch sprinter 
Dave's Friend. Perhaps one of the fastest horses of 
all time, Dave's Friend recorded a blistering six- 
furlong time of 1:07% at Louisiana Downs recent¬ 
ly. Other black-type performers sired by Friend's 
Choice are Skipper's Friend and stakes-placed 
Mississippi Bill. The handsome son of Crimson 
Satan and the Nashua mare Lindisima stands at 
Bob Beall's Friend's Choice Farm, near Davidson- 
ville, Md.

His primary handler was Janet 
Qelland, who bottle-fed the young foal round- 
the-clock. At each feeding she played with him 
and soon he was like an adopted son in the Qel¬ 
land family. 

As the colt grew older he exhibited a problem 
characteristic of orphans his sex. Generally or¬ 
phan colts mature earlier than their non-orphaned 
counterparts, often becoming studdish and rough 
to handle. Janet's Liebe was true to form. When 
turned out with his yearling peers, he was a hand¬ 
ful. Shortly after his training was resumed in the 
spring of his 2-year-old year the Qellands had 
him gelded. 

As a 2-year-old Janet's Liebe showed precocious 
ability, winning Timonium's Find Handicap and 
more than $47,000. Last year in 27 starts he earned

Sangster, whose main holding company for his 
horse operation is Swettenham Stud, was the first 
man in the world to deliberately get into the busi¬ 
ness of developing multi-million dollar stallions 
from voung prospects. His successes include The 
Minstrel, Storm Bird and now Golden Fleece and 
Assert. 

But since Sangster and his partners started buying 
yearling stallion prospects in the mid VO's, prices 
for well-bred vearling colts at Keeneland have 
climbed at an almost geometric rate. The entry 
into the market of Greek tycoon Stavros Niarchos 
and several oil-rich Arab buyers has escalated the 
increase. So Sangster is now planning to breed 
some of his own stallions instead of buying them 
all as yearlings. Accordinglv, he is acquiring more 
vearling fillies to use eventually as broodmares. 

The Minstrel, an interest in whom was resold by 
Sangster to his breeder E.P. Taylor in 1977, stands 
at Windfields Farm as the property of a syndicate. 
His first crop, 3-vear-olds of 1982, are doing him 
credit in Europe. Six of them are already stakes 
winners, including Maryland-breds Peterhof and 
Chem. The Minstrel's dam, Fleur, had one more 
foal bv Northern Dancer before she was put down 
in Februarv 1981. Her filly Midsummer Magic was 
retained bv Windfields and is training under 
Buddv Delp at Monmouth this summer.

Obituaries 


David F. Woods 

David F. Woods, for 15 years Pimlico's 
publicity director, died last month at age 73 
following a long illness. Mr. Woods had 
been a Baltimore Evetiiufi Sun columnist up 
until his retirement in 1978. 

Dedicated to Thoroughbred racing, Mr. 
Woods handled Sagamore Farm's advertis¬ 
ing for this magazine and was an occasional 
participant in syndicates which owned and 
raced horses. 

Son of a newspaperman, Mr. Woods be¬ 
came involved in horse racing through Al¬ 
fred Gwynne Vanderbilt, owner of Saga¬ 
more Farm and onetime president of the 
Maryland Jockey Club. 

When the brothers Ben and Herman Cohen 
acquired Mr. Vanderbilt's holdings in Pim¬ 
lico in 1952, Mr. Woods, who had been the 
tracks's publicity director since 1937, re¬ 
signed in deference to the new ownership 
and management. 

He, however, retained his close connec¬ 
tions with horse racing through countless 
friends and minor participation in the sport. 
He compiled an anthology of racing in 1963 
titled "The Fireside Book of Horse Racing," 
and wrote many racing articles for the Even¬ 
ing Sun, having been hired by that news¬ 
paper in 1970. 

During the 1950's he was Clarence Miles' 
principal assistant in the report on horse rac¬ 
ing written for the governor and legislature. 
That Miles proposal is even today referred to 
as a framework for possible revisions within 
the industry. 

Mr. Woods is survived by his wife Mona, a 
son, a daughter, two brothers, three sisters, 
and seven grandchildren. 

John M. Gaver 

John M. Gaver, who was born in Mount 
Airv, Md., 81 years ago, died last month in a 
hospital near his home in Aiken, S.C. Mr. 
Gaver was elected to racing's Hall of Fame in 
1966. For more than 30 years he trained for 


Greentree but retired in 1977 following a 
stroke and heart attack. 

During his long and distinguished career, 
he trained many top horses, the two best 
being Tom Fool and Capot, both of whom 
were named Horse of the Year. 

He won the 1942 Kentucky Derby and Bel¬ 
mont with Shut Out, the 1949 Preakness and 
Belmont with Capot and the 1968 Belmont 
with Stage Door Johnny. 

Tom Fool, who attained his best form as a 
4-year-old in 1953, won all ten of his starts 
that year, including the Metropolitan, Sub¬ 
urban and Brooklyn Handicaps. He is re¬ 
garded as one of America's all-time greats. 

Among his other outstanding horses—all 
owned by Greentree which was the stable 
name for the late John Hay Whitney and his 
late sister, Mrs. Charles Shipman Pay- 
son—were Devil Diver, Maharajah, No Rob¬ 
bery, Stop the Music, The Axe II, Straight 
Face and Hall of Fame. 

Mr. Whitney appointed Gaver general 
manager of Greentree when President Ei¬ 
senhower named Whitney to be U.S. ambas¬ 
sador to England in 1956. As general man-

ager, he had complete authority over all of 
Greentree's racing and breeding activities. 

Mr. Gaver, son of a physician, graduated 
from Princeton in 1924 and taught romance 
languages at Gilman School in Baltimore for 
several years. He later worked briefly in a 
Wall street bank and in 1929 became stable 
agent and assistant trainer for James Rowe 
Jr. who was Greentree's head trainer. Upon 
the death of Mr. Rowe, Gaver was named 
head trainer in 1939. 

His survivors include his wife, two sons 
and two grandchildren. One of his sons, 
John Jr., is the former trainer for Greentree. 

John N. Ball 

John N. (Jack) Ball, the last of the racing 
Ball brothers, died last month at the age of 
70. Mr. Ball was a noted steeplechase jockey 
in the 1930's, as were his brothers Ed, Bill 
and Wassie. 

Jack Ball's first victory came in the 1930 
John Rush Streett Memorial at My Lady's 
Manor, when he rode Buddy Clark for S. 
Lurman Stewart. He then became contract 
rider for Mrs. T.W. Durant, his mounts in¬ 
cluding her good jumper Brown Ruler. In 
1939 Mr. Ball began riding show horses for 
Mrs. Ruth Browne and in the 1940's he 
trained runners for Mrs. Van Lear Black. 

In his later years Mr. Ball worked for Betty 
Miller, retiring in 1967. He lived in Jarretts- 
ville with his daughter, Mrs. Walter Wilson. 

Lucile Carter Richardson 

Ludle Carter Richardson died last month 
12 days before her 80th birthday. An avid 
racing fan who had her own box at Timon- 
ium, Mrs. Richardson had been a profes¬ 
sional model for the 20 years preceding her 
retirement at age 65. She lived in Lutherville 
with her husband, Robert, whom she mar¬ 
ried in 1940. 

Mrs. Richardson's first husband, Wilton 
S. Carter, died in 1934 as the result of injuries 
sustained in an automobile accident. Born in 
the Pimlico section of Baltimore, Mrs. Rich¬ 
ardson was the daughter of Sweetser and 
Eudora Benson. In addition to her husband. 



she is survived by two sons, W. Snowden 
Carter and Dr. Donald S. Carter; six grand¬ 
children, two great-grandchildren and a 
brother, Robert L. Benson.

James F. Lewis Jr. 

James F. Lewis Jr., father of Maryland 
breeder and owner James F. Lewis III, died 
last month at the age of 74 in Vero Beach, Fla. 

Mr. Lewis retired in 1961 as a vice presi¬ 
dent of the Champion Spark Plug Co., after 
spending more than 20 years with that firm 
in Toledo. His stepfather was the founder of 
the company. 

An active golfer, Mr. Lewis held the local 
championship in the Toledo area for several 
years. He was also an energetic worker for 
various charitable organizations. 

After his retirement, Mr. Lewis founded 
2,000-acre Lewisfield Farm in Charlottes¬ 
ville, Va., where he bred Arabian horses, at 
one time owning over 150 of them. His 
Lewisfield Arabians were well known in the 
show world until 1975, when he dispersed 
his horses and moved to Florida.

horses. This was followed bv a parade of 
carriages, several of which halted before the 
grandstand to take on foreign dignitaries 
and ambassadors as passengers for a ride 
around the grounds. 

The polo match began with a parade of the 
teams, consisting of players of the highest 
rank. A match between 30-goal teams is rare 
indeed. Here was a match between a 30-goal 
and a 27-goal team. Despite untimely politi¬ 
cal red tape, Argentina allowed two of her 
top players to participate. The United States 
was represented also by two excellent play¬ 
ers, Tommy Wayman and Joe Muldoon. 
Tom took one nasty spill during the fast and 
furious play, but the announcer remained 
unruffled: "He's tough—if it hit him in the 
head he's all right!" 

No harm done, alt eight players showed 
an excellent game. The score was not impor¬ 


tant—the chance to promote polo in the 
U.S.A. was the major factor to all those par¬ 
ticipating. 

Of equal importance to polo players in this 
country is improving the game's image. The 
sport's enthusiasts are eager to dispel the 
widespread opinion that polo is exclusive, 
an elitist sport. 

A non-profit organization, the United 
States Polo Association donates proceeds 
from matches to various charities. The all- 
star polo match at Potomac and its related 
activities, including a dinner dance on the 
eve of the game, benefited three different 
paralysis foundations. 

The Robert Beer family has been involved 
in polo for years. Mrs. Kathleen Beer, an 
accomplished artist, explained that the Po¬ 
tomac Club finds sponsors for a day of polo 
almost every weekend, donating the pro¬ 
ceeds to charity.

Carey Beer emphasized that polo is not 
restricted to the wealthy: "Anyone with rid¬ 
ing ability can play. For a nominal fee, any¬ 
one can rent a pony and take a lesson at our 
weekend clinics." The ponies are donated 
for this purpose by generous owners. He 
used the analogy that "weekend skiers 
spend as much and more on that sport, and 
how many thousands of skiers are there?" 

Another myth polo players would like to 
squelch is that women cannot play the sport. 
Twenty-one-year-old Julie Colhoun, a play¬ 
er and a coach for Garrison Forest School's 
women's team, states that the number of 
women players is increasing with the sport's 
popularity. 

"No discrimination is where to start. The 
strength factor is one of many. Riding ability, 
team plav, game sense are just as important. 
Women should be given the chance and 
credit—some may not be as strong, but can 
be better players." 


A good player deserves credit, but more 
should be given to the pony. After all, "The 
guy in the saddle uses someone else's feet," 
points out Kathleen Beer. "It's a tremen¬ 
dously difficult sport; I never knew what 
horses could do until I became involved in 
polo. These little horses (averaging 15 hands) 
have got to be tough to go on for years—they 
are noble animals." She adds that to last as 
long as the ponies do, the sport must agree 
with them, but their conditioning and lon¬ 
gevity is also due to the care they receive. 

Not only is polo an exciting and worth¬ 
while sport—all involved are also aware of 
the game as a vehicle of goodwill and public 
relations between nations. 

"There is tremendous camaraderie be¬ 
tween nations," says Mrs. Beer. "Polo play¬ 
ers can be found anywhere in the world and 
we love to see each other—we are loyal to 
each other and are devoted athletes." 

The bond between horsemen and sports¬ 
men exists worldwide; polo is a valuable am¬ 
bassador as well as a great sport. □ 
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A MEMOIR

ANDREW JACKSON

Second Installment 

Andrew Jackson was bom in Versailles, Kentucky, 
before the Civil War and left home at an early age for 
the race track, where he was employed as jockey, 
exercise rider and groom. He then worked for Gover¬ 
nor Oden Bowie and finally for William Woodward 
at Belair Stud, In 1917 Mr. Woodward talked to Mr. 
Jackson about his memories in the presence of a 
stenographer. After Mr. Jackson died in 1932 Mr. 
Woodward had their conversation printed privately. 

"Did coaches with four horses ever drive out to Jerome 
Park?" 

"I remember some. But they were up at the clubhouse, and we 
were down on the flat, and were never allowed around. We were 
all colored boys together, and after the day's work was over we 
played banjoes and sang old-time songs and played cards and 
shot marbles. We never had any craps in those days. Craps were 
later on. We played five-and-seven-up, high-low-jack—no 
pinochle. 

"We were there when Iroquois won the Derby. I remember Mr. 
Withers and Judge Munson came through the stable at Jerome 
Park, notifying the stables that Iroquois had won the English 
Derby, and all we trainers and jockeys and stable boys whooped 
and hollered and jumped up and clapped our hands. We were so 
pleased to hear such good news as Iroquois won, but nary a nickel 
did we get. Mr. Pierre Lorillard didn't come in." 

"Didn't Mr. Lorillard throw some gold pieces around there on 
that occasion?" 

(Latighiui^) "We failed to see them." 

"Did you ever see Iroquois?" 

"I think I did, just before he went to England. I never saw him 
race. I didn't know what was going on in England, and had never 
heard of the Derby, never until 1877 through an old trainer, Frank 
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Midgley. He used to get the English newspapers from England 
and would give them to me, and I used to read them, about 
Tristan and the Dezul—an old English horse that won the Derby, 
or was second—and things like that; but before that I never knew 
anything about English racing, no sir. It was Robert the Delhi — 
Fred Archer rode him many times; and there was Lord Falmouth 
and Lord Rosebery. Fred Archer won the Two Thousand Guin¬ 
eas. Used to read it all. He rode Shotover {Footnote: T. Cannon rode 
Shotover.) and won the Derby. And he rode Petrarch and things of 
that kind. I read about these English races in the papers. 

'T heard this story told. It was like this: Mr. Belmont, senior, 
won the Belmont Stakes with a horse called Fenian. Glenel^ was 
second. Glenelg was ridden by a colored jockey named Fleming. 
Fenian was ridden by a white jockey named Charlie Miller. Glen- 
c/y was by Citadel out of Bapta by Kingston. In 1871 at Jerome Park 
for the Cup, Helmbold first, Glenelg last. Later on at Saratoga 
Glenelg won a mile and a quarter dash in about 2:14 (Footnote: 
2 : 18 y 4 .) with nothing very much behind him. 

'T think Saratoga is one of the greatest places there is on earth. 
She beats all your Newports I really do believe, for pleasure. The 
waters are so nice and grand and so refreshing. 

'T remember seeing Mr. August Belmont, Mr. Lorillard, and 
Governor Bowie. They didn't put on airs. There were no great 
turnouts, there weren't then. They just came out in ordinary 
hacks from the city. They hired them at the hotels, and lived at 
the hotels. The hotels were quite nice. There were Congress Hall, 
Clarendon, Grand Union, United States Hotel—Congress Hall 
was the center. 

"There were two tracks at Saratoga. One was an old track in the 
pines (looked like the old South), over at the stables, three-quar¬ 
ters of a mile exercise track. The mile track was over in the 
grandstand area across the main road. 

"Once I saw Mr. P.T. Walton bum the ring up for $20,000 at 
Saratoga on Teleinachus, with Tommy Costello in the saddle, who 
was the jockey then of Mr. George Walden. He asked Mr. Wal¬ 
den, the trainer for Mr. Lorillard, to let him have Costello to ride. 
He offered Mr. Walden $1,000 for the use of the boy. Mr. Walden 
said, 'No, give it to the boy.' and the boy stayed over and won. 
That is the day Mr. Walton burned the ring up with $20,000. Mr. 
Walden himself told my trainer, Mr. Snedeker, and that is how I 
knew about it. He burned up a great deal more than that, but this 
$20,000 was just that one day. That was in '76. 

"At Saratoga there were two weeks between the two meetings. 
The people would go up in July and remain over for the second 
meeting in August. There were just two weeks between the two 
meetings. 

"The great starters in those days were Mr. Wheatley, Mr. Billy 
Connor and Mr. Caldwell. The horses used to line up at the start 
at a long mark across the track. They would come up to the mark, 
and Mr. Wheatley would stand with the flag, and holler, 'GO!' 
They would have false starts, of course, two or three. If it was a 
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false start they would have a bell to bring you back. A drum 
would tap for you to go. The drum was up in the judge's stand. 
The other starter held the flag, and when you got to the judge's 
stand they tapped the drum, and 'GO!' It was used for mile and 
distance races, and they used to go by flag in short races. But 
nowadays they have substituted a barrier. 

"There were big racing men in those days. I only heard of Mr. 
Ten Broeck. I was a kid then, but I heard of him. He and Mr. 
Alexander dealt in horses together. Mr. Pierre Lorillard was a 
racing man and had the biggest stables. Mr. Belmont came next. 
Mr. Belmont always carried his field glasses with him, and when 
he walked they stuck out from his right hip. I think he fought a 
duel, because he walked in this shape {illustmtiug). He walked 
crippled, and I think he was wounded, and I think it was a love 
affair. A fellow shot him up. Mr. George Lorillard came next; 
Governor Oden Bowie, H.P. McGrath of Kentucky, Milton 
Young of Kentucky and the Dwyer brothers had big stables of 15 
and 25. Those were the men who had the biggest stables that I can 
remember. To my memory I think Snapper Garrison rode for Mr. 
Haggin of California; Isaac Murphy rode for Lucky Baldwin of 
California, and also for Mr. Haggin and Mr. Hunter Reynolds, 
and James Williams of Kentucky. The Dwyer brothers had the 
second call on him. He rode several races for the Dwyer brothers 
at a salary of $4,000 for the second call that year, which he did. 
Jimmy McLaughlin was first jockey for the Dwyers. 

"Bill Bird I consider the greatest trainer. Mr. Snedeker was 
good, too, but Bill Bird could out-train them all. I don't believe 
any trainer was equal to him. I saw Mr. Pincus and knew him 
well—he's alive still—and saw him many a time when he was 
training for Mr. Belmont; and he trained Iroquois. There were 
many good trainers. Of the older trainers, old man Bill Bird I 
think was the best trainer ever I saw. There were so many of those 
old trainers then: Jack Mino, Harrett Bull, Jimmy Walden, Wind¬ 
ham Walden—he was the best 2-year-old trainer I have seen in 
my life."

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"Was there so rrruch of an attempt to get the 2-year-olds early?" 
"No, sir, not in my day. They were not anxious to get a 
2-year-old into training until he was a coming 3-year-old. Two- 
year-old races began somewhere around '72. They were the first 
2-year-old races I know of. I never knew of any in '69 or 70. I 
think Mr. Windham Walden was the first one for starting training 
yearlings and things like that in the fall of the year. They used to 
break them and use them generally in the winter time, but never 
prepared them for any races, not until '72 to my knowledge. 

"We traveled our horses in those days just in old-fashioned box 
cars by freight, no expressing. We carried as high as six and seven 
or eight in a car. TTvey were stalled off, and the time it took wasn t 
so much longer than it is now. You see freight hasn't increased in 
fastness much. 

"The boys rode long in those days; knots in the reins and hand 
wraps. All the boys were taught to ride that way; and all rode that 
way up to Tod Sloan's time. He introduced short-stirrup riding 
here in America. But before his time they all rode long; Isaac 
Murphy, Billy Haywood, George Evans, George Barbee, Jimmy 
McLaughlin. I remember Isaac well. He and I were bred and bom 
in the same part of old Kentucky. I never rode in a race with him, 
who I think was one of the greatest jockeys who was ever in the 
pigskin. I saw Volante win at Ivy City over here near Washington 
with Isaac Murphy on his back. Coming down the stretch Isaac 
Murphy slipped up on Exile and finished by a nose; a mile and a 
quarter at the Ivy City course. Jim McLaughlin was on Exile. At 
the head of the stretch Exile was first; all with a short distance. 
They opened a little gap, and Isaac slipped up, and before Jimmy 
realized it Isaac was there, and beat them to the wire by a nose. 
Isaac had caught them napping and out-generaled them. Isaac 
slipped up so quickly that Jimmy couldn't use his whip at all. 
Volante was by Grinstead, but I don't remember what Grinstead 
was by. Isaac was the best race rider that ever got astride of a 
horse. 

"In my time Midgley was about the only English trainer over 
here, and just some English jockeys; George Barker, little George 
Evans—^who rode for Mr. Belmont—Bill Hayward. Bill Hayward 
rode for Mr. M.H. Sanford; they were English jockeys." 

ijokinghf) "That was before the day of Danny Maher, I guess?" 

(Laughing) "Oh, yes sir, before the battles of Bull Run, I guess." 

"Do you remember Parole?” 

"I have seen Parole, and have had my hands on him. Mr. Pierre 
Lorillard owned him. I saw Iroquois too. I never saw Iroquois race. 
He went to England. I saw Parole in some of his 2-year-old 
victories. A great little race horse he was, a very small little horse. 
He was by Leamington out of Maiden, she by Lexington. And I also 
saw him win a race at Jerome Park after his return from England, 
a mile dash. He won the Metropolitan and Cheshire Stakes and 
Newmarket Handicap in England. 
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"Then there was the Ten Broeck race. Ten Broeck's record mile is 
1:393/4. The tracks are getting faster now than they were in those 
days. Ten Broeck came out of the West, by Phaeton. I never saw 
Phaeton. He was owned by Mr. Robert Alexander. Ten Broeck was 
owned by Mr. Harper, in Kentucky, whose farm adjoined Mr. 
Alexander's. He was brought East after running a fast four miles 
in Louisville in 7:153/4, and he holds that record today. He beat his 
grandfather's time by four seconds. That was Lexington who 
made the record at New Orleans in 1855 of 7:193/4 and his grand¬ 
son, Fellowcraft, lowered that a quarter of a second at Saratoga, in 
1878. (Footnote: 1874, not 1878.) Ten Broeck was brought to Balti¬ 
more to compete with Parole and Tom Ochiltree. The distance, two 
and one-half miles. Parole first. Ten Broeck second, Ochiltree, third. 
Time 4:3734. That was in 1877. 

"I saw the race. I was looking right at it. I was with Governor 
Oden Bowie in the Governor's stable then. Parole and Tom Ochil¬ 
tree and Ten Broeck raced together from the time the flag fell until 
the last quarter. Then came Parole, measured strides with Ten 
Broeck throughout the stretch, and outlasted Ten Broeck and won 
by a few lengths, amid the greatest cheers ever heard in the state 
of Maryland on that old Pimlico track. I didn't have a dollar on the 
race. Little Billy Barrett was on Parole, William Walker on Ten 
Broeck, and George Barbee on Tom Ochiltree. Ten Broeck was the 
favorite. Parole paid thirty dollars for five." 

"Why did they let Parole start at such a long price?" 

"They thought he couldn't beat Ten Broeck. Ten Broeck was a 
blood bay, and reminded me something of old Barrett right down 
here on our farm. Ten Broeck was a big horse, he was; a powerful 
big horse. He was a rangy horse—such another horse as Eddie 
Righto (hunter at Belair, now living, at 39 years). He looked more 
like a hunter than a race horse. 

"I remember the day that Ten Broeck broke the mile record in 
1:393/4 if I'm not mistaken, at Louisville, Kentucky. I was working 
in the stable of Governor Oden Bowie down here at Fairview. His 
son came out to the stable reading the results of the racing and he 
told me about this wonderful mile record that Ten Broeck had run. 
I was pleased and overjoyed. 

"When I was working at Fairview I would be away about six 
months. We would leave about the fifth of May and get back the 
middle of October. We just came back and turned the horses out 
in the fields and got them fat, ready for next year. I had no 
holidays or anything like that—only Christmas Day. I was a long 
time at Fairview Farm over here, nine years, mainly in the stables, 
racing stable, taking care of the colts, and things like that. Gover¬ 
nor Bowie had the stallions Catesby and Dickens and Blythewood 
and Legatee and about 15 or 20 mares. He bred and raced his own 
stock only. The horses raised here could meet the Tennessee and 
Kentucky horses. We conquered them every one. I saw Ore Knob, 
by old Dickens, one of our horses with 118 pounds on him, run a 
mile and one-eighth heat race at Jerome Park. He beat the brother 
to Harry Bassett, afterwards called Charley Haivard, in two straight 
heats, mile and one-eighth. 
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"The Governor used to give parties like you do. Gentlemen 
from Baltimore came down, but I didn't see much of them. I was 
in the stables. They came by train, and landed here at Collington. 

"And I remember another grand race between Susquehanna 
and Oriole (owned by the Governor), at Saratoga. As they were 
coming down the backstretch Oriole was in the lead running easy. 

I myself jumped out and commenced singing, 'There she goes, 
the only living singing bird in the state of Maryland.' That was in 
the papers, it came out in the papers next day, and they called me 
the little colored fellow from Maryland. 

"But Oriole didn't win; it was Susquehanna first and Oriole third. 
She had shot her bolt. Oriole came out in Jerome Park that fall and 
won, won a stake, three miles. Susquehanna was a good mare by 
Leamington out of Susan Beane by Lexington. She was a full sister to 
Onondaga, and she was a good mare. Oriole was a great mare. She 
was by Kingfisher. She made Susquehanna and Sultana go to the bat 
in many a race. Mr. Belmont owned Kingfisher. He gave Mr. 
Swigert $15,000 for him. Kingfisher won the Belmont Stakes at 
Jerome Park. 

"One morning in '83 at Baltimore I heard Governor Bowie say 
to old Uncle Bill Bird, who was training for him then such horses 
as Crickmore, Compensation, Oriole and Belle D'or —and the Gover¬ 
nor was in the midst of some of his gentlemen friends from 
Baltimore that morning: he says to Bill Bird, he says to Bill, 'Why 
don't you prepare Crickmore for the Bowie Stake?' which was a 
four-mile race named after the Governor. Uncle Bill's reply was 
to the Governor, 'Governor,' says he, 'Governor, Crickmore can 
beat Compensation in four miles as far as from here to the Mason 
and Dixon line, and that is in Tennessee where I lived at.' He used 
those words, 'where I lived at.' 

"Then on another occasion he suggested to old Uncle Bill— 
Crickmore and Hindoo had so many battles together—the Gover¬ 
nor says to old Uncle Bill, 'Bill why don't you stop racing after 
Hindoo with Crickmore and run him in some of these handicaps?' 
Old Uncle Bill says, 'Governor, I'm going to beat that. . .'; it's an 
awful bad word. Mister Will, I don't want to say it. Well, he says, 
'I'm going to beat that Hmdoo before the snow flies, and I'm going 
to keep him beat!' And he did, and kept Hindoo beat that year, the 
balance of the year! 

"Governor Bowie had such other good ones as Belle D'or, My 
Marxfland, Belle Meade, Belle Nettie, Vosburg, Valiant, Bald Hornet, 
Death, Ore Knob, Hilarity and Australia (both Australian mares). 
My Mollie was a daughter of My Maryland by Legatee. She was a 
pretty little thing, but didn't grow to be any size. Mr. Samuel 
Ross bought My Mollie from Governor Bowie and made his 
daughter a present of it. Legatee was by Lexington out of Levity by 
Trustee. Some breeding, wasn't it? 

"Australia was a fine mare, and was entered for the Ladies' 
Stakes at Jerome Park. That was the big 3-year-old race, quite a 
great race there, equal to the One Thousand Guineas in England. 
We were loading her to ship her to Jerome Park, and she was hurt 
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Andrew Jackson on Lady Easkey. 


by loading her, and the Governor brought suit against the Penn¬ 
sylvania Railroad Company for $13,000. They offered him a ver¬ 
dict of $8,000. The Governor refused it, and it went on for several 
years. Yes sir, finally the Governor won out; he was successful. 
That was before I was there, but I knew the mare well, after¬ 
wards." 

"What is your judgment of raising horses in Maryland? Is it a 
good place?" 

"I think so. There is plenty of good grass and good big pas¬ 
tures, and I've seen great horses bred in the state of Maryland, 
that is, in Prince Georges county. With special care and good 
attention such good horses can be raised as Crkkmore, Compensa¬ 
tion, Catesby and Belle D'or and Death. I don't know much about 
Death. I've seen him, but don't know much about his breeding. I 
wasn't with the Governor then. He was bred after I had left the 
Governor. 

"I used to go rabbit hunting, and shot many a rabbit over on 
Governor Bowie's farm. I was living on the farm during the fall, 
and I used to go gunning. I had lots of little dogs. I had a little dog, 
his name was Plunk. I never thought any other rabbit dog in the 
world could beat him. I shot lots of rabbits over him. I remember 
once I had taken him to Pimlico, and had left Pimlico for New 
York, and we left him there. We were away for five months that 
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year, and when we reached back to old Fairview in the fall the 
first we met was little Plunk standing there and jumping. He 
knew every one of us, and was a happy and glad little dog. 

"Then sometimes we boys used to go down to the barnyard to 
make a little noise with our old banjoes, singing some little old 
songs, and once in a while there would be a pullet missing off the 
barnyard roosts. 'Who did it?' 'I didn't.' 'Who did it?' 'I don't 
know.' But in the morning the pullet was gone. Nobody knew 
but the pullet had gone. 'Who did it?' 'I don't know.' But the 
pullet had gone," 

"Andrew, you've seen a good many of the parties here that you 
refer to. Now barring present company, whom do you think the 
finest gentleman that ever came down to these parties we have 
had here?" 

"That is a blow for me, sir; that is a blow. I don't like to express 
that. Mister Will. It is natural—^well, to tell you the truth, I met so 
many that were nice that I really couldn't distinguish. Some of 
them were pretty speedy, though. Bob Gerry was about the 
speediest one I've seen in some time. I remember one morning 
you all were going out for a ride, foxhunting, and Mister Will 
called it to him when he was upstairs in bed, saying, 'Bob, you 
going out foxhunting with us?' 'Going out foxhunting?', says he. 
'Go to H—!' No foxhunting for him that morning. The colts 
carried him a little too fast the night before!"

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President's 

Report 

A. meeting of the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association's Board of Directors was held 
June 29, 1982, at Sunset Hill Farm in Wood¬ 
bine, Md. 

The president, Kimball C. Firestone, 
called the meeting to order at 4:45 p.m. 

Present were: J. William Boniface, Frank 
A. Bonsai Jr., William G. Christmas, Hal 
C.B. Clagett, Kimball C. Firestone, Joseph B. 
Hickey Jr., Jerold C. Hoffberger, James F. 
Lewis III, J.W.Y. Martin Jr., John B. Merry- 
man, Betty Shea Miller, Douglas R. Small, 
Katharine M. Voss. 

Absent were: Fendall M. Qagett, Janon 
Fisher III. 

Mr. Firestone began the meeting by thank¬ 
ing Mr. Hoffberger for his hospitality in hav¬ 
ing this meeting at his farm. 

Mr. Firestone next noted that copies of the 
minutes of the most recent meeting of the 
Board had been mailed earlier to all directors. 
He asked if there were any corrections to 
those minutes. Hearing none, Mr. Bonsai 
moved that they be approved. Mr. Christ¬ 
mas seconded the motion which passed 
unanimously. 

The treasurer, Mrs. Miller, reported that 
the association was continuing its financial 
recovery, thanks to the success of the Mary¬ 
land Sales Agency's auctions. She stated 
there was a balance of $7,890 in the organiza¬ 
tion's checking account with all bills paid. 
Mrs. Miller also noted that printing bills for 
the Maryland Horse continued to run be¬ 
low comparable months of 1981 while ad¬ 
vertising revenue was up. Upon completion 
of the report by the treasurer, Mr. Hoff¬ 
berger moved its acceptance. The motion, 
which passed without dissent, was second¬ 
ed bv Mr. Hickev. 
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The president called upon Mr. Hoffberger 
for a report on his recommendations regard¬ 
ing salaries of MHBA staff members, he hav¬ 
ing been appointed a committee of one to 
study that matter at the last Board meeting. 
Mr. Hoffberger replied that he would not 
have the report unHl the August meeting. He 
explained that he had been out of the coun¬ 
try until two days ago. 

The president next asked the general man¬ 
ager as to progress on the acquisition of com¬ 
puters in the MHBA office. Mr. Carter said 
that Mary Thomas was better qualified to 
talk on that matter than he. Ms. Thomas 
accordingly gave a report which stated that 
several computer firms had been contacted 
and that demonstrations had been made in 
the MHBA office. She said that since the 
decision would be a weighty one, more time 
would be needed. Mr. Hoffberger then 
noted that he, too, was investigating the 
matter and might be able to offer the MHBA 
a package which he hoped would serve as a 
model for breeder organizations in states 
outside of Maryland as well as the MHBA. 
He said he would pay consultant fees to de¬ 
velop the necessary software and would 
hope to have a software program available 
before January 1. Mr. Firestone said that Mr. 
Hoffberger's proposal could be a great boon 
to the f^BA and encouraged him to pro¬ 
ceed with his project. He stated that no for¬ 
mal action was needed on the part of the 
Board at this time. 

The president called on Mr. Boniface for a 
sales committee report. Mr. Boniface said 
that the sales committee had met two weeks 
previously and had graded nominations to 
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the September 24 selected yearling sale. He 
said that approximately 400 pedigrees had 
been examined and had been classified into 
three categories: A's (desirable); B's (accept¬ 
able); C's (marginal or unacceptable). The 
results had been 50 pedigrees in the A group, 
170 in the B category and 180 C's. He further 
stated that the committee recommended a 
one-session sale consisting of approximately 
175 to 200 head. Since the Maryland Sales 
Agency had not completed its physical in¬ 
spection of the nominees, it was still too ear¬ 
ly to firm up the catalogue, he added. A 
second meeting of the committee is sched¬ 
uled for July 9, and at that time it is hoped 
that all physical grades will be available, the 
chairman said. Mr. Lewis questioned the 
wisdom of having such high standards of 
selectivity for the sale. He noted that many 
Maryland breeders will be disappointed in 
being among the rejections and thought 
there should perhaps be additional sessions 
so that all nominated yearlings could be sold. 
Mr. Christmas pointed out that the Mary¬ 
land Fall Sale is open to all yearlings and will 
be held less than one week later. Mr. Hickey 
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President's Report continued 

said he felt it was vital that the September 24 
selected sale achieve the highest possible av¬ 
erage. He added that results will be closely 
watched by horse breeders throughout the 
East and that a high average will assure an 
even higher class of entries in subsequent 
years. 

The legislative committee's chairman, 
Katv Voss, next reported on the meeting her 
committee had held. She said the committee 
recommended the creation of a Political Ac¬ 
tion Committee and that she accordingly 
sought Board approval for this recommen¬ 
dation. The Board approved the request 
(motion bv Mr. Bonsai, seconded by Mr. 
Christmas), adding that the PAC's steering 
committee should consist of the entire legis¬ 
lative committee plus the MHBA's president 
and general manager. 

There being no further business before the 
Board, the meeting adjourned at 6:50 p.m. 
on a motion bv Ms. Voss, seconded bv Mr. 
Christmas. □

Tyson Gilpin Discusses 
Do's and Don'ts of Selling 

Tyson Gilpin zoas the fifth speaker at the Equine Conference held at 
Timoniiini on March 18. As he mentions with amuseyneyzt, Mr. Gilpin 
zoas a last minute substitute. He deputized for Henn/ White zvho had 
agreed to substitute for Joe O'Farrell. Mr. Gilpin should nez^er haz^e been 
anyone's third choice. Hedelwered an outstanding talk, calling upon his 
zmst knozoledge of the indiistn/ zohich he gained over the past 35 years as 
a breeder, ozvner, sales agent and auction company official. 


IN^aryland Horse Breeder's Association 
fellow members, friends, clients, ex-clients, 
future clients and spectators: I'm highly hon¬ 
ored to be on this card—no matter how I got 
there. I drew in, I guess. Maybe Joe O'Far- 
rell's and Henry White's agents knew some¬ 
thing mine didn't. I was going to come any¬ 
way though, so this adds a little something 
to my pleasure. I must say I've looked over 
this scene frequently in the past for many 
years. It's a great pleasure to see it resembles 
not so much the Colosseum, as at most times 
when I look at it, as it does St. Mark's Square. 
In any case. I'm glad to be here. 

You've heard about the easy part of the 
game—that's buying. I'm going to talk about 
the hard part. 

The basic motto is that bought right is sold 
right. If you followed all the advice given you 
this morning and had a lot of luck, you don't 
need to worry about disposing. 

My part of the game is sales agent, which 
I'm going to address this afternoon. It's a 
game which, as several people have said, 
you don't play in short pants. It has no tricks. 
It largely consists of, as I mentioned, luck, 
hard work and an intelligent approach. 

Let's pretend that each one of you just lost 
his Uncle Harry. Uncle Harry had a lovely 
500-acre farm—let's place it in Maryland— 
good help, ran it commercially, and had sev¬ 
eral good clients boarding with him. You 
have the problem of keeping these clients 
solvent, so they can pay their bills, reason- 
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ably satisfied, so they don't bother you too 
much, and still on the farm. 

In order to do that you have to provide 
them with an escape hatch, a way to sell their 
horses. That takes a little planning. Some of 
you call on a Tyson Gilpin, agent, or—there 
are plenty of them around. But I will give my 
approach to it and the various different cate¬ 
gories that we might find were you to have 
bought horses as suggested. We're going to 
address mares and foals. I'm coming out to 
the farm to talk to you. 

Let's take the average client, a man who 
has a few mares, wants to roll over some of 
them, decides to sell, not to race (because if 
you're going to race, Tm not going to tell you 
how to dispose of the foals—you keep 
them). He has decent mares—let's say he 
paid an average of $20,000 for them—in foal 
to decent stallions—$5,000 stallions. Noth¬ 
ing really exciting, but from various parts of 
the country. He might have bought one in 
Florida, a couple here at Timonium, a couple 
in Kentucky and maybe inherited one from 
some friend or has it in partnership. 

We're going to sell two of these five mares. 
The first thing you look at is figuring which 
two to sell. That raises a problem right away. 
If you don't sell a good one you don't get any 
money for her. She must have some appeal 
in order to bring anything in the market. It's 
not worth sending something down to the 
sale and buying her back in if you can possi¬ 
bly help it. When you decide that, you figure 
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which one you want to sell. (I'm simply talk¬ 
ing about selling, so I'm not going too much 
into which to weed out and which not.) 

Let's pick one in foal to a stallion that has 
shown some promise, hopefully nationally 
but not necessarily. Maryland would do fine; 
the East Coast will do better. Timonium has 
the great advantage of being within about 
two hours by plane or automobile from al¬ 
most anywhere on the East Coast except if 
you go down as far as Florida. And a number 
of race tracks, as management in Maryland, 
Delaware, New Jersey, Pennsylvania and 
New York will advise you, are far too close. 
Competition is tremendous but the people 
can get here to see your horse—that's no 
problem. 

Certain horses, obviously, and certain 
sires—covering stallions as we call them— 
are regional, as was mentioned by Rich Ro- 
lapp. And believe me, regional is regional. 
New York-breds will sell in Maryland. In 
Kentucky, they are not so interested. We're 
not going into state breeding programs ex¬ 
cept as they affect your selling or your selling 
plans. However, let's say that we have a 



mare that's in foal to a good horse like Rol¬ 
licking, recognized widely in Maryland, 
known to be absolutely a prepotent sire but 
who does not carry as far as Kentucky. Now 
that doesn't make sense, but it's true. And 
that's what the agent should be able to tell 
you. 

Well, suppose that mare has a little age on 
her and she's had some fair horses but it 
looks as though she's not going to get any¬ 
thing that much better. Even if she did, at the 
age of 16 or 17, you're probably not going to 
be able to get that much more out of her, and 
you already have a filly at the track or some¬ 
thing like that. I would suggest you put that 
mare in the sale. I would suggest she be sold 
at Timonium. That would be one of them. 

Let's say the next mare is in foal to a Mid¬ 
dle Western horse. Any mares in foal to stal¬ 
lions that have raced in Kentucky, Chicago, 
Fair Grounds—places like that, if the stallion 
has done something—I would not suggest 
trying an untried stallion—I'd send to Ken¬ 
tucky. 

By the same token, if the horse ran at all in 
Florida, there's another sale in Florida that 
would do quite well. There are two sales in 
Florida: a fall sale and a winter sale in Febru¬ 
ary. 

You might want to get rid of a barren mare 
who did not have a terrible breeding record 
and just happened to go barren one year. But if 
she has too bad a record, you almost have to 
keep her, or else practically give her away. 
However, if she has an acceptable breeding 
record. I'd suggest you sell her in late sea¬ 
son—in the January sale in Kentucky, or in 
the February sale here, or in the February 
sale in Florida. Sell her where her bloodlines 
are known, her sire or her dam has raced. 
Take your best hold is really what I'm saying. 
And when you're used to it, you can pretty 
much get that right away. That's for barren 
mares. 

As for the foaling mares, pick your spot to 
sell something. If you're going to keep your 
money rolling over, try to find something 
that is either having a first foal or you can't 
complain about the produce record. If she 
has never raced and has never had a foal, 
you've got to decide two things: first, do I 
have the confidence in this mare to keep her

until her first foal or the foal that she's carry¬ 
ing is at least a 4-year-old, to give it every 
chance to race? Do I want to try to ride it out? 
Did I pick right or did my client pick right or 
did I pick right for him? If so, you can con¬ 
tinue to carry this horse and hope for the 
best. 

If not—if the first foal out of her looks 
funny, if it's crooked, if you can determine 
that there is something about the mare that 
caused it—I would suggest that you bail out. 
Get her back in foal. Put her on the market 
and let her go. (I'm going into the subject of 
reserves later. This is general strategy that 
I'm addressing now.) 

For another type of mare, I think that 
there's a basic rule of thumb and it's often 
missed. For some reason it's easy to tell peo¬ 
ple to do it but it's very seldom that they'll do 
it. One of the few things that I really believe 
in as a valuable rule of thumb, a rule that 
could and should be followed in most in¬ 
stances, is breeding an unmade mare to a 
made stallion. I believe in breeding an un¬ 
made stallion to a made mare. That seems 
simple but it's awfully hard to put across to 
anyone. If you breed your made mare to an 
unmade stallion and the foal doesn't run, 
you know that it's the stallion's fault. If you 
breed an unmade mare to a made stallion 
and the foal doesn't run, that probably tells 
you something about your mare. Either 
you've made the wrong nick or you didn't 
raise it right. (I'm not going into the physical 
aspects of raising horses. I don't have time.) 
But you've learned something, and if that 
made stallion doesn't do it, you might give 
the mare a chance with another made stal¬ 
lion. If that doesn't do it either, I suggest you 
bail out. That's going to save you time and 
money, and time is money. 

One of the best statements that has been 
made here was that bad horses eat just as 
much as good horses; they cost as much to 
shoe; they cost as much to train; they cost as 
much to bet on, and they don't pay off much. 
So that's a valuable rule of thumb that if you 
haven't found out the easy way, you'll find 
out the hard way. I've found out a lot of 
things the hard way because after you've 
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been at it long enough, you've made all the 
mistakes and you generally find out where 
not to put your foot. 

Of course, it always can happen again, as I 
was reminded of recently, in an earlier 
speech. I remember losing a mare called 
Twice Shy for $7,500 somewhere in Jersey, a 
claimer. She was claimed, went on to Can¬ 
ada, won a small stake and I think she was 
Canadian Broodmare of the Year a couple of 
years. 

Anyhow, you should learn and you 
should get good advice. It's really worth 
finding somebody who knows what he's do¬ 
ing because he can save you a lot of trouble. 

The foals follow the same pattern. If we are 
going to sell them as foals, that means we sell 
them in the fall. Here it is spring. We're 
going to give them every opportunity: creep 
feed them, bring them on. As George Swine- 
broad used to say, "What sells horses is fat 
and friends." That's always been true. And I 
don't mean fat fat, but I mean a good looking, 
well grown horse. If it isn't well grown, the 
buyer is going to look at it and say, "There's 
something wrong with this horse. It's not 
thrifty; it's got something wrong with it; it 
just won't do well." 

You're going to take a beating selling late 
foals, so you shouldn't breed your mare too 
late if you can possibly help it unless you 
own a stallion share. That's the trouble with 
owning a stallion share—you're tempted to 
breed on into late June or even July just to get 
one more foal on your share because you 
paid for it anyway. But as I say, late foals are 
going to cost you money. That's another 
caveat that I can pass on without much fear 
of contradiction. 

The one obvious difference, of course, is 
the filly that you've been dying to get out of a 
good old mare, and it's the old mare's last 
year. There are exceptions to every rule— 
almost. If there are not, somebody will think 
of one. 

The nephew finds another fellow there on 
the farm and he can't carry the bills. He's fed 
up. The I.R.S. is looking into his ten years of 
stoight losses. He's having a terrible time. 
And Uncle Harry's nephew figures he's go¬ 
ing to either lose him, lose the account or lose 
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everything. So he's got to take a closer look. 
He says, "What am I going to do?" 

Well, I've had a lot of experience with 
burned out cases, not because I wanted it, 
but because I seemed to just get lucky. 

Hopefully, you all are not going to get into 
this predicament but suppose you've got sbc 
mares and three of them you can't get in foal 
for a couple years, and a couple of them are 
slipping foals, and you have various trou¬ 
bles. I look at the situation with an open 
mind and say this is really a losing game for 
you. 

What are you talking about? O.K., sup¬ 
pose you are paying $14 a day board bill and 
you've got a mare standing there and she's 
barren, and she's been barren for a couple of 
years, and you're going to have to carry her 
until the fall sale, let's say in October—^let's 
say six or seven months. You multiply that 
by 14 and you add the stud fee, if you can get 
one live foal. You'd be better actually to give 
that mare away than to go on and fool with 
her. 


That's a tough bottom line, but never for¬ 
get that if your board bills over the time be¬ 
tween now and when you're going to sell the 
horse—hopefully, sell the horse—are more 
than a reasonable observer would say that 
horse is worth, why you're better to do al¬ 
most anything than to carry that horse. It's 
true. You come here in the fall or in February 
and see horses going through this ring for 
$1,500, $2,500, $3,000. 

So many owners are kidding themselves. 
Try not to kid yourself. It's a sweet game and 
it's a lot of fun, but it's no fun to kid yourself 
because it's going to cost you a lot of money, 
and nobody likes to keep laying it out. It's 
fine if you can come close. It's fine if you 
make money. It's great—there's nothing like 
winning a race, but there's no fun in paying 
bills—in whipping a dead horse. That's what 
I'm talking about: the bottom line on this 
other unfortunate client of Uncle Harry's 
nephew. 

He's got another client—probably he's one 
of his best ones. It's a syndicate of three 
doctors, lawyers—^anybody with money.

anything but horse agents. They're smart. 
They're wheeler dealers and he takes such 
great care of their horses that they want to 
really maximize them. They've picked up a 
couple of mares, and their half-brothers and 
sons and daughters happened to win stakes. 
They're talking about $150,000 mares. 
They're really wheeling and dealing. They 
want to keep moving. They don't want to 
lose that momentum. That's what counts. 
They've got to stay in the market and they've 
got to keep it jumping. 

What are they going to do? How are they 
going to market some of those mares and 
reinvest in other mares? Market their foals? 
Or are they going to keep some on as year¬ 
lings? Now we go back to take a look at the 
foals. 

Let's say they have four or five foals. One 
of those foals, let's say, is by something hot. 
Go back to Lord Gaylord. One of those foals 
is by Lord Gaylord—he's got that hot filly 
(Swift Attraction). I think I sold her privately 
for Betty Nichols—afraid I sold her privately 
for not much money. Anyway, at the time I 
didn't know about Lord Gaylord and neither 
did they. So, win a few . . . and so do other 
people. You have to feed them a little, feed 
the kitty. Have to let one slip through your 
fingers so they'll come back. You can look at 
the bright side of it that way. 

I think I got $11,000 here for Mongo Queen 
as a yearling. What did she win? The big 
stakes up in Jersey as a 2-year-old—the So¬ 
rority, a Group I race. But that helps the 
sales. Next year they'll come back and pay 
$12,000 to me for one horse. 

Anyhow, one is by Lord Gaylord. He's 
hot, looks like he's going to get hotter. Ev¬ 
erything looks wonderful. Let's do some¬ 
thing about this foal. 

The time to strike is while the iron is hot. If 
you wait until it's a yearling, maybe his good 
horse has disappeared. Suppose you had 
one by Staff Writer, the sire of Timely 
Writer—a foal. You'd probably be smarter to 
sell it as a foal this fall than keep it until he's a 
yearling. 

Sometimes you look at the foal. It's a beau¬ 
tiful foal and it looks fine and you buy it for a 
client to pinhook it. We're going to make 
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money next year. Forget the pedigree part, 
but just look at the physical end. Just to give 
you something to think about, a friend of 
mine, a horse show judge, bought one one 
day ten years ago and it kept getting straigh- 
ter and straighter and straighter in front. Ev¬ 
ery month, instead of getting better looking, 
it got straighter and finally he sold it on the 
third time through the ring. He kept bidding 
it in. So sometimes it's better to take the 
money and run. Especially when all signs 
point to that. 

Say your mare has a hot foal out that year, 
and you have a foal out of her by a hot sire. 
You have a mare that looks like she's coming 
into her own, and she's got a foal by a second 
year sire. You know that the 2-year-old is 
good that you sold as a yearling last year, but 
you know it's in a careful bam and it won't 
maximize until September, maybe October 
(it's by a horse that gets better 3-year-olds 
than 2-year-olds). You don't sell that foal. 
You keep it until next year. 

Now it doesn't take any genius to tell you 
that, but it's pointing out that if you did want 
an agent to help you, you can see why you 
need one in this business. You're apt to 
avoid making a serious mistake or selling to 
some other sharpie that comes along and 
makes a private deal for you that makes your 
eyes pop out until you realize what hap¬ 
pened to you when he triples his money the 
next year. 

It's a free market, an open system, but 
knowledge is strength, and what you're here 
for is to get knowledge. If I can give you a 
little more, that's wonderful. I know I've 
learned a lot from Mr. Leatherbury. I've 
learned a lot listening to him and listening to 
Mr. Rolapp. As I say it's an honor to be with a 
group like that. And I've learned a lot on my 
own. 

These wheeler dealers are going to sell that 
foal in the fall sales. That's a nationwide 
horse and the most money is in Kentucky. 
There's no question about that, in the fall, for 
weanlings. Hy Fetter has been making a bus¬ 
iness of selling weanlings for years. Maybe 
you've read or followed his comical advertis¬ 
ing. But he's got a smart point there. He 
doesn't spend all the big money to get year¬ 
lings blown up. He picks susceptible wean- 
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lings and sells them as such, a good way to 
do it. 

I had a Hatchet Man foal last year and 
Woodchopper was looking about as good as 
he ever was going to look. Such was indeed 
the case: second in the Derby and third in the 
Belmont. So the foal was available. I sold him 
last fall—very gratifying. I walked away hap¬ 
py with $40,000; that's fine. It's cooled off 
since then. This year I don't think he'd bring 
40 and if he did. I'd have another sbc or eight 
in him. So you've got to strike while the iron 
is hot. Think about it. 

Now, this is purely picking the right time 
and the right place to sell your horse. They're 
both important. You want to sell a $10,000 
horse in a $10,000 sale. It doesn't help you to 
sell a $10,000 horse right between two 
$100,000 horses because he'll be ignored. It 
doesn't rub off. 

I jammed a cheap filly in at Saratoga too 
long ago even to remember. I think the sale 
averaged $10,000 and she went for $1,200. 
Well, she went right between an $8,000 
horse and a $15,000 horse, but did she bring 


the average? No. No way. She brought 

$ 1 , 200 . 

But I'll tell you another little thing I did. 
And I don't attribute this to brains but to 
desperation. 1 had a partner, one of the 
smartest dealers in Lexington. He found the 
mare and he and I bought her, and by the 
best luck in the world we got her in foal to 
Dewan. We bought her for $12,000 or 
$10,000. We paid $12,500 for the service, and 
she goes into the fall sale at Lexington and 
we bid her in. I said, "We've got to protect 
this mare up to about $18,000." We got her 
back for about $15,000. Desperation. I said, 
"Look, what we'll do is put her in the Florida 
sale in Ocala in February." She brings 
$55,000 in Ocala. 

I'm saying two things: try to sell them, but 
don't give them away. You've got to have 
enough money somewhere or enough bor¬ 
rowing power to protect yourself from ridic¬ 
ulous prices, or keep the mare and get the 
foal and sell the foal. Wait until the next stop 
comes on the road.

Now I'm not talking to a bunch of heavily 
invested people. Some of us are, and they 
know enough what to do. But right now 
things are a little tight. They look like they 
might stay tight. They might get a little tight¬ 
er. The pinhookers are taking a beating in 
2-year-old sales in Florida—three sets of 
them. It looks like they might take a beating 
in 2-year-old sales in California. We don't 
know. I hope not. But what that means is 
that the floor under the yearling market is 
not going to be as high a floor as it was and 
it's going to be rather spongy probably, with 
maybe some gaping holes in it. That's what 
the pinhookers do. They buy a horse that's 
obviously out of line. You've just got to 
know the market and go to all the sales and 
keep an eye on what's going on. 

Now a couple of suggestions—three 
things to sell both mares and foals: there's 
promotion, there's presentation and there's 
protection. I didn't figure those out to be all 
p's until I wrote them down. I was just think¬ 
ing what you do. 

Promotion is personal contact, it's adver¬ 
tising, it's letter writing. It's doing whatever 
you do—^being a good fellow, handshaker, 
buying drinks and being seen. I don't believe 
in flamboyant advertising. I think it's an 
over-expense, unless you have a lot of mon¬ 
ey to write off, like Spendthrift and Gaines¬ 
way, and I don't think we're talking about 
that. I think you can overdo it with the level 
of horses we're talking about. It's great if you 
can, but let's not try that. 

Let's just get your name before the pub¬ 
lic—don't ignore them. Use the reputable 
trade magazines. And instead of getting 
eight straight pages of $900 color—nobody's 
going to look at nine pages of ads in a row— 
get yourself a third of a page where you're 
beside some printed matter which some¬ 
body might conceivably read. Really, you 
can throw a lot of money around that other 
way. Put something in the Racing Form. May¬ 
be the Racing Form isn't the breeding journal. 
Maybe nine-tenths of the people that read 
the Racing Form are horse players. Put a little 
something in there and they won't forget 
you. Spread it around a little bit. Let every¬ 
body get something. Don't miss things. 


Before the sale maybe get a decent bro¬ 
chure or two, especially if you have to make 
your name known. And be there a little bit. If 
you have a race horse, then go to the track. 
See people there. Join the breeders' associa¬ 
tion. You get more for less out of the breed¬ 
ers' association than any other money you 
can spend in the business. Something like 
this really should be very valuable to most of 
us. I'm sure it is to me. I've been a member of 
Maryland Breeders forever. It may not speak 
well for either them or me, but it's true. 

Presentation is important when you get 
your horses out down there. Have your crew 
dress neatly and decently. Look like you're 
in business. Have them clean, have a neat 
but not gaudy shedrow. Get your signs up 
there. Get everything in. When somebody 
comes along, give him the updates. Hand it 
to him. Give him the physical information. 
Answer any questions. Don't lay on them 
and sell and grab them by the sleeve and 
worry them. They're going to let you know 
what they want. You don't have to pester 
them. Most people—^it's not true of every- 
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body, some people like to stand around and 
talk—know what they want to see and want 
to see it promptly. If they're in the business, 
they'll look and then go. It doesn't do you 
one bit of good to slow them up because it 
has no effect on them. 

The last thing I have here is protection. 
That's important. One of the best things an 
agent can do for you is to tell you about what 
your horse is going to bring, especially if 
you're new. It's like they say, you ask some¬ 
body about it, and I believe in that. Ask 
somebody else. Now Rich Rolapp said don't 
take one opinion, but don't, for goodness 
sake, run around and ask everybody. If you 
ask everybody and listen to what the last 
fellow told you, nobody is going to pay at¬ 
tention to you because they have no respon¬ 
sibility. If I have a client who's running 
around asking everybody, why he's no cli¬ 
ent. And the last fellow they talk to is where 
they're going to go. You can't help them and 
you can't help yourself, and it's fmstrating. 

I tell them—and this is a pitch I suppose— 
that I'm sure there are 50 people in the coun¬

On the Beltway at Exit 30 North 
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try and probably in the world that know 
more about various things than I do, but the 
chance that Sam Spade is going to fall over 
one of those fellows in his quest is minute. 
And the chance that this fellow is going to 
tell him the truth, or even tell him anything, 
is even less likely. It's like breeding made 
mares to unmade stallions—nobody's listen¬ 
ing. If they're going to listen, they'll listen 
anyway. Otherwise, you're washng your 
breath. 

Protection. You should be able to tell, if 
you know what you're doing, about what a 
horse is going to bring. The only thing that 
stops you is sometimes you're embarrassed 
to tell your client just how little it's going to 
bring. So my theory for answering that is 
that I try to get my client to put on what you 
might call a desperation reserve. Suppose 
the horse is in the ring, the lights all go out, 
the auctioneer has a heart attack, a bomb 
goes off outside, or a streaker comes 
through, and the horse goes for nothing. I'm 
sitting there—I'm the agent and on 5 per cent 
I can't buy it in. So I'd like to get a protection

price—what we know is not really a despera¬ 
tion reserve, but a figure at which they'd be 
happy to take him home, like our broodmare 
that we bought in for $15,000. If you have 
that established, the horse is going to go on 
and bring about what it's going to bring any¬ 
way. That will see that it isn't given away. 
And that will get you your bait back because 
that's where you put your price. 

That's protection, and that makes it so 
they don't have to say, "What's it going to 
bring?" and I'll say $2,500. I'll say, "Give me 
your desperation reserve. What will you take 
it home for? But you don't have to tell me 
$2,500." They say, "$2,000." Another thing, 
don't set the reserve at the rounded off fi¬ 
gure. If you want $2,000, make it $1,900. If 
you want $2,500, make it $2,300. 

Anyway, I generally get pretty close. 
Sometimes I'm way off, but you should be 
able to get pretty close. You should know 
that yourself. Ask somebody else who 
knows what he's doing. Ask him a price. Ask 
me the price—I don't charge a fee. (Even 
though I don't get a fee, someday I'll catch 
you!) It's an open question and that will help 
you then act accordingly. You shouldn't bid 
yourself. Get either your agent or some 
friend to when you have a figure. 

If you have a high figure, you want to take 
it all the way up—close to what you think 
you're going to get. Give it to the box be¬ 
cause they'll work themselves silly to get it. 
And they're going to get it, and then that's it. 
However, if you have a modest desperation 
figure, I hesitate always to give it to the box— 
and I don't mean to be snide because I know 
it's not true, but I just have the feeling that if 
you give them $2,300, by the time they make 
$2,400 they figure they're heroes. But you've 
only given them a desperation figure, and 
they're apt to quit. I don't mean quit because 
if there's active bidding around, they're go¬ 
ing to do their best to keep it going. But 
they're not as apt to fight for it when they 
have a figure and they've already reached it. 
Now that may be a bad thought so it's not 
that good an idea, but it's something to think 
about. 

See how the sale goes. Go with the flow. 
It's your value level again. As I said, no point 
in selling $1,000 horses in a $5,000 sale. But 
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you may revise your figures for protection 
up or down. If the sale is going great guns, 
and guys are bidding like there's no tomor¬ 
row, I'd like to be there, and then raise your 
price. Go for that. That's wonderful. And 
you can raise them. But if it looks like it's 
dead, you've got to figure what is your real 
desperation reserve and adjust down as the 
auctioneer is talking. You don't want to take 
a horse home. It just costs you money. I hate 
to buy horses in for people, but I'll do it. A 
good sale for me, though, is one where most 
of them got sold. If you take back more than 
15 per cent, there's trouble. 

Now one other thing. There are a couple of 
systems for buy backs that have evolved over 
the past years. They have either "not sold" 
or "reserve not attained," and they have an¬ 
other system that people have done for years 
which is the old C.B. (for "Charge Back") 
Jackson system. That says you put down 
your best friend's name or some phony farm 
name and you take the horse back. I think 
the "reserve not attained" or the "not sold" 
system is better because you want to sell the 
horse eventually. A lot of horses I'll buy in. 
They'll come out on the result sheet "not 
sold," and a guy comes around the next day 
asking, "What did you get back? You got hip 
number so-and-so? I'm interested in him." 
And you sell the horse privately. 

I've sold in France, and they'll come 
around there. I think they buy in half of them 
and sell them back privately. It's not much 
fun but it beats having no chance. But sup¬ 
pose you write down "Windfields Farm" on 
your buy back, they're not going to come 
around. And you can't blame them. You cut 
yourself right off. 

When the fellow has bought the horse and 
everything's fine, stick around the next day 
until quitting time. You're supposed to stay 
around until noon. Don't take the buckets 
out and the tub out and the hay out and the 
straw out and take the lock off the door, and 
put on the old web halter, and get in the old 
pick-up and leave town. It's a small gain, but 
you're going to pay for it. The guy probably 
won't buy from you again. We sold one at 
Saratoga at the horses in training sale and 
the halter broke as they led it back across the 
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Oklahoma track. The horse ran away and I 
think they sued. It's a bad practice, not a 
smart move. 

Have the vet records all typed up for the 
fellow—all the immunizations, when it was 
wormed and all that stuff, and when it was 
shod and any funny habits it has. If he cribs, 
tell them straight up in the ring. Other things 
that they didn't ask you about—tell them 
that in a little message you give them written 
up (and hope they don't open it before they 
get home). 

But what it all boils down to is no sur¬ 
prises, after the first 24 hours. And then an¬ 
other nice thing to do is to write them a little 
note (if they paid enough for it, not if they 
stole it). Thank them, and maybe they'll be 
back to see you. If you see them at the track, 
congratulate them. Things like that. I can't 
think of a whole lot more. I could go on like 
this for a long time. I've got three sets of 
notes, but I think that's enough. I can try to 
answer any questions. 

Question: You talked about protection. 
Our Maryland Sales Agency has worked out 


a special deal if the reserve is not attained or 
it's not sold or you buy it back in. Would you 
comment on that practice? 

Answer: Yes. Vanderbilt called that the secret 
practice—named a horse that. I think it would 
really he better if someone closer to the outfit 
would do it. What it is, though, is if you buy your 
horse in, it's only 1 per cent or $500 up to 
$50,000, and that's the commission. Florida has 
had the same system, although I believe it's been 
abandoned after this last sale—they had it for a 
couple of years. Most of the sales companies 
charge you 5 per cent zohether you buy it back or 
whatever you do. As agent, for whatever it's 
worth, I generally charge you 2 per cent if you get 
it back, feeling that I probably have failed some¬ 
where—unless you had a ridiculous reserve, in 
which case I argue with you. I want to manage to 
sell your horse, if I possibly can. I'm not a very 
good speaker for that because I think it has pros 
and cons but it's not my business. 

Q. You talked mostly about the racehorse 
business. What about the breeder who 
wants to breed show ponies; how can they 
market their mares and foals?

A. There are sales for show hunters. It's not my 
game. Theif don't sell them here at auction. A lot 
of thef7i are sold prwateh/. That's one place where 
you can sell a horse bi/ looking at it, by word of 
mouth in the trade. That's what horse shozos are 
for — I'm sure of that. I knoio enough about it —/ 
used to ride. That's what horse shozos are for—a 
sort of mart for selling horses, just like the race 
track is for race horses. 

Q. What do you think about the yearling 
shows? Do you think performing well in that 
kind of a show enhances the chances of sell¬ 
ing them for a better price at a sale? 

A. Yes, it does. It gets people together, just like 
this meeting. It gets people to see your horse. It 
sets a standard of excellence—depending on zoho 
judges it. You'z'fegot to hai>e someone zoho knozos 
zohat he's doing. But not for the higher priced 
yearlings. I don't think anybody zoith a really 
expenswe yearling is going to risk that horse in a 
shozo. We gave a prize to the Upperville colt shozo 
years ago and I zoas there part of the time to hand 
it out. And I knozo you don't see the horses zoith 
fashionable pedigrees. It can be a frustrating ex¬ 
perience but it does help shozo your horses, and it 
helps school the horses to being shozon. They're 
going to have to begotten around sometime, but a 
lot of people zoon't take them out of the cotton 
zoool. 

Q. You sell a horse at an auction, let's say a 
weanling. How do you follow that horse as 
the years go by? 

A. What you do is you probably buy the Ameri¬ 
can Racing Manual, or the Jockey Club foal name 
book. The foal name book generally comes out in 
March of the year after the horse becomes a year¬ 
ling. Let's say you have a foal of 1980 that zoas a 
yearling last year and zoas maybe sold as a zoean- 
ling in '80 and as a yearling in '81, and nozo it's a 
2-year-old. So the Jockey Club book should soon be 
out that gwes the names. And then to find out 
zohereit's racing — that's the advantage of belong¬ 
ing to a breeders' association—you go to the 
Mari/land Breeders and they have that book. You 
go in there and take a look at the chart books. Look 
at the name of that horse and zohenever it's raced 
you can follozv it in the chart books. They're gen¬ 
erally tzoo months late, but you can look ihezohole 
thing up. 

Q. Will you comment on selling a yearling 
privately versus at auction? 
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A. There're so many yearlings azmilable at auc¬ 
tions — fiz'>e, six, sez^en thousand from naio 
through October—that it is verxf hard to sell a 
yearling prwately except tzoo zoays. One is if it's a 
brother or sister to something that somebody has, 
and the guy has a lotofmonei/, and he's zoilling to 
offer you ejwugh up front so you'll take it. The 
other is to find a trainer zoho is so greedy that he 
zoould pay $100,000 for a mule if his ozoner zoould 
stand for it and you gwe him $80,000 back. There 
are tricks in ez^erif trade. 

Q. I understand that it's possible that if 
you sell a horse, and it wins, money comes 
back to you. How does that work? 

A. That's zoonderfid. It's a breeder's azoard and 
also the nominator's azoard. That's one reason to 
belong to the Mari/land Breeders Association as 
opposed to the Virginia Breeders. We've got no 
racing. It's tough. In Man/land if you bred a horse 
and sold it and registered it as a Mari/land-bred, 
you get a piece of the pot everxj time it zoins. And 
frequently I'z^e cuffed horses off to Mariflanders 
and made far more from the breeder's azoards then 
I could ei^er get out of those Mari/land buyers zoho 
zooiildn't pay anything. 

Q. Do you have any tips on how a horse 
should look when it comes into the ring? It 
seems to me most yearlings come in too fat. 

A. No, sir. As I said, George Szoinebroad, the 
zoorld's premier auctioneer, used to say that it's 
fat and friends that sell yearlings. You shouldn't 
haz'fe them hog-fat, but if you don't have them 
pretti/ and slick — let's say plump — you're not go¬ 
ing to get as much monei/ because people equate 
condition zoith strong horses and good doers. And 
theif may not be zorong. □

Lipizzaners to Maryland 

For the first time in a generation and only 
the third time in their history, the legendary 
Lipizzan stallions of the Spanish Riding 
School in Vienna will be coming to America 
on a limited tour of three East Coast cities. 
The horses will be here November 20-23 at 
the Capital Centre in handover, Maryland, 
November 26-29 and December 7-10 at Mad¬ 
ison Square Garden in New York City and 
December 2-5 at the Spectrum in Philadel¬ 
phia. 

The Lipizzaners, whose classic haute 
ecole training sets them apart from any 
other horses in the world, are the oldest con¬ 
tinuing body of performing artists in the 
western world, often called a living, breath¬ 
ing example of the great art of the Renais¬ 
sance. In 1572, the Lipizzaners were first in¬ 
stalled at the Spanish Riding School in Vi¬ 
enna, carrying on the classic art of riding as 
created by Xenophon as early as 400 B.C. 

During World War II the Lipizzan stallions 
formed a close relationship with the United 
States when they were saved by General 
George S. Patton. The stallions were evacu¬ 
ated from war-tom Vienna to an estate in St. 
Martin, a village 200 miles away. It was there 
that General Patton witnessed a special per¬ 
formance by the refugee stallions and was so 
impressed he put the horses under the pro¬ 
tection of the Third Army and brought the 
Lipizzan stud back to Austria under military 
escort. 

Years of negotiations have gone on to en¬ 
able Americans to once again see this phe- 
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nomenal group of Lipizzan stallions and 
their riders, for not only are the logistical 
problems of transporting the horses formid¬ 
able but, more important, the troupe's com¬ 
mitments as Austria's leading tourist attrac¬ 
tion are overwhelming. 

Trade Exhibition 

The equestrian industrv's first trade exhi¬ 
bition, titled Equestrian World Expo 1982, 
will be held November 3-6 at the New York 
Statler Hotel. 
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The exposition will feature presentation 
and demonstration of equestrian-related 
products and services, as well as educational 
seminars on pertinent subjects. EWE '82 will 
open in conjunction with the National Horse 
Show across the street at Madison Square 
Garden. 

Mason Phelps, president of Centaur Pro¬ 
ductions, which will manage the exposition, 
said EWE '82 has been officially acknowl¬ 
edged bv the American Horse Shows Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Phelps said the trade expo's schedule 
would appeal to people interested in all as¬ 
pects of equestrian sports. "Holding our ex¬ 
position in conjunction with the National 
Horse Show provides us several advan¬ 
tages," he said. "First, the serious successful 
equestrians—the ones our exhibits and sem¬ 
inars will interest—are already in New York 
at the National Horse Show."

It is a political action committee formed by the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association. The 
PAC solicits voluntary contributions from indi¬ 
viduals or corporations to assist selected can¬ 
didates for public office in the state of Mary¬ 
land who are interested in the problems of our 
industry and are willing to help us solve those 
problems. 


WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

Our industry is very closely regulated by the 
state starting at the legislative level. The quality 
of that regulation and the extent to which it 
reflects a favorable attitude towards the indus¬ 
try begins with the political process.

There are no deductions or credits allowed on 
your state tax returns but federal law permits a 
credit of 50% on total political contributions up 
to a $50 credit (fora $100 contribution) on indi¬ 
vidual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contribu¬ 
tions are not deductible business expenses.

■ Native Dancer, by Polynesian out of 
Geisha, appeared on the cover following his 
victory in the Flash Stakes at Saratoga. The 
year 1952 marked the beginning of Native 
Dancer's outstanding racing career, during 
which he won 21 of 22 starts and earned 
$785,240. His only defeat came in the 1953 
Kentucky Derby when he finished second to 
Dark Star. In compiling his impressive race 
record. Native Dancer earned several titles— 
champion at 2 and 3, Horse of the Year at 2 
and 4 and champion handicap horse. Native 
Dancer is buried at Sagamore Farm in Glyn- 
don, where he stood throughout his equally 
brilliant stud career. 

■ Don Reed's column "The Racing Scene" 
examined the problems of Pimlico and the 
boosts for Bowie. Pimlico had announced a 
$250,000 program for improvements that 
was generally expected to be routinely ap¬ 
proved by the Racing Commission. 

"Instead the Commission said it would 
not permit Pimlico to use any money from 
the building fund, now held in escrow by the 
Commission, until work is actually started 
on the stand and clubhouse. Small also in¬ 
formed General Milton A. Reckord, presi¬ 
dent of Pimlico, that the Commission would 
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not permit Pimlico to use even its own funds 
for a heating plant for the little clubhouse, 
which will be tom down when the rebuild¬ 
ing program starts." 

On the Bowie scene, president Larry Mac- 
Phail announced the appointment of Jack 
Campbell as Racing Secretary and a schedule 
of seven stakes events, six of which were 
new to Bowie and Maryland, offering a total 
of $622,550 in added money. 

■ The 1952 Saratoga catalogue was said to 
offer the highest class group of horses since the 
new management of Fasig-Tipton Company 
reopened the sale in 1946. Among Maryland 
consignors were Country Life Farm, Glen- 
angus Farms, George De Franceaux and the 
estate of William L. Brann. 

■ Laurel Race Course's president, John D. 
Schapiro, announced that the track would 
stage a $50,000 international race to be called 
the Washington, D.C., International in Oc¬ 
tober. Destined to become an annual invita¬ 
tional event, the race was the realization of a 
concept Schapiro had long advocated. Five 
foreign Thoroughbreds had accepted invita¬ 
tions and two or three American horses were 
also to be selected. 

■ The Breeders' Sales Company's annual 
yearling auction at Keeneland concluded 
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with 367 horses having been sold for 
$2,729,700, producing an average of $7,438. 
Leslie Combs II was the leading seller, his 
consignment averaging $23,357 and includ¬ 
ing the sales topper, a son of ’^Alibhai and 
Miss Dogwood which brought $58,000. 

■ "Considering the handicaps under which 
the Americans operated, it must be conced¬ 
ed that their performance was a meritorious 
one," said a report on the equestrian events 
at the Helsinki Olympics. U.S. teams fin¬ 
ished third in both Prix des Nations jumping 
and three-day eventing. 

■ Notes from the Editor's Saddle-Bag, writ¬ 
ten by Humphrey S. Finney: June 19. To 
Timonium this evening to meet the sales 
committee of the Maryland Pony Breeders' 
Association and lay plans for this fall's pony 
sale which will be held in connection with 
the State Fair, Friday night, September 5.

An old man, a little boy. 

In a way, it was what life is all about.
